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EDITING A LITERARY MAGAZINE 
JOHN LEHMANN 


THERE are, I suppose, ideally two ways of running a literary magazine. 
One is to devote it almost exclusively to your own critical views, your own 
poems, stories and other writings, with the occasional admixture of the work 
of your disciples or of those close associates whose attitudes can scarcely be 
distinguished from your own. The success of such a method depends, of 
course, on the uncommon interest of your personality and writings to the 
public you are addressing. It has been tried in this century by one or two 
extremely colourful literary personalities, notably Mr. Wyndham Lewis and 
Mr. Robert Graves; and small though the circulation of their magazines may 
have been, the echoes of what they achieved can still be heard reverberating 
in the literary world. It is not, however, a method to be recommended for 
anyone who lacks boundless self-confidence, energy and polemical gusto. 


The other way is for the editor who wants his magazine to be a trust- 
worthy critical spyglass on all that is going on in the literature of his time, 
and a forcing bed where promising young talent can be encouraged and 
developed in all its possibilities. The editor of such a magazine, however, 
must be a superman under present circumstances. He must keep abreast of 
all the periodicals, whether weeklies or monthlies or quarterlies, in which 
books are reviewed, critical articles published or the new works of creative 
artists presented. He must not only cover the field for Britain in this way, 
but also for every country where the English language is used: his task in 
relation to the United States will be especially heavy. He must also be a 
good linguist, because it is essential that he should know what is going on 
in the literary world in France, Italy and Western Germany at least, and if 
possible in several other European, South American and Eastern countries 
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as well: between them they produce an enormous number of literary 
periodicals he cannot afford to miss, not to mention the books which, having 
read the reviews in these periodicals, he recognizes an obligation at least to 
read in, if not to read through. He has, of course, already read (probably 
in proof) all the books of interest from a literary point of view that are 
published in Britain. And all this work will have to be done in the intervals 
of actually running the magazine, reading the hundreds, if not thousands of 
manuscripts of all kinds that are addressed to his office, and making sugges- 
tions for the re-writing or cutting down of a large number of the more 
valuable of these. 


Obviously no human being could shoulder all these burdens. If his 
magazine was very rich, he might be able to delegate a large part of his 
task to a sizeable staff of carefully chosen colleagues; but they would need 
to be expert and numerous; and what literary magazine has ever been in 
such a fortunate position, or is ever likely to be soz Such an ideal is, in fact, 
impossible of attainment, and a sensible editor will concentrate on far more 
limited objectives; choosing the field he knows best or in which he is 
confident of having a certain flair, or limiting his scope to what he believes 
most needs doing—whether it be providing space for young authors who 
are finding it difficult to gain a recognition he judges to be their due, or 
establishing a climate of critical opinion lacking elsewhere in current literary 
periodicals, or introducing foreign opinion and foreign work, or whatever 
else the age appears to him most urgently to demand. And by such concentra- 
tion and self-limitation he is much more likely to give his magazine what it 
will certainly need to survive (though it will not necessarily survive even 
so): a vitality and personality of its own. 


No one can interpret the aims of his contemporaries with more than an 
extremely limited confidence; but I can at least illustrate some of these 
propositions by describing my own experience as a literary editor. When 
I founded New Writing in the middle thirties, I did so because I was con- 
vinced of three things. I believed, first, that the political and social conditions 
of the time had brought about the rise of a certain kind of literature, left- 
wing and anti-fascist as far as its politics were explicit, but essentially con- 
cerned with the struggles and sufferings of ordinary people in a world where 
potential plenty and actual poverty were in the crudest contrast, and where 
the attempts on the part of certain countries—or their ruling classes—to 
escape from this parodox seemed to be leading straight towards a new war. 
I also believed that this new kind of writing had characteristics that were not 
confined to Britain alone but were almost world-wide. It appeared to me 
that the public was not sufficiently aware of these two facts, and that if there 
were a periodical that devoted itself to publishing the works of these new 
young British writers as a group, and in addition printed them beside 
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translations of writers working on much the same lines in other countries, 
they would gain immensely more understanding and interest. At the same 
time, I was convinced of another serious lack: there was no place where 
what are called rather oddly ‘long short stories’ in England, and in Germany 
novellen, could be published. Several of the writers who most interested me 
happened to be writing them—or wanted to write them. 

New Writing, therefore, was designed as a fairly large book-magazine, in 
stiff covers, to come out twice a year. It had no reviews and very few critical 
articles in its carly volumes, but concentrated on stories, self-contained 
episodes from novels that were having difficulty in finding a publisher, and 
(increasingly) poetry. And a large proportion of this work was from abroad: 
French, Italian, Spanish, German, Russian, even Chinese. I am convinced 
that whatever success New Writing achieved came from the limitation of the 
objectives it set itself, and the zeal with which it pursued them. 


When, however, nearly twenty years later, I had the opportunity of 
founding another literary magazine, it seemed to me that something quite 
different was needed. New Writing, after a decade and a half, had ceased 
publication, Horizon, the most alive and significant of the*monthlies, had 
also ceased publication, and the ground was strewn with the corpses of many 
other literary and artistic magazines. Most glaringly, it appeared that there 
was almost no properly established magazine where young authors could 
gain a hearing. But the spiritual climate had totally changed in the course of 
two decades, which included a world war and a social revolution in Britain. 
The impulse towards social justice was no longer so strong; the Welfare 
State had largely satisfied it, and in any case the older intellectuals were 
disillusioned with politics and the younger generation only cautiously 
interested. There was, in fact, a general atmosphere of discouragement and 
confusion in the literary world, with no very obviously gifted new writers— 
of the calibre of an Auden or an Isherwood—coming up, and no very urgent 
movement of taste or feeling struggling for definition. 


In these circumstances, it seemed to me that what was most needed was a 
middle of the road magazine; one that would be ready to print the works of 
old and middle-aged authors as well as young authors, for all generations 
were in fact in the same plight of magazine-lessness. (Of course I do not 
mean anything they wrote, but anything that showed they were making, 
or still making, creative discoveries.) It should also, I thought, endeavour to 
re-create an international sense in literature, for not only did there seem 
to me to be a dangerously parochial tendency among the new post-war 
authors, but also I had been struck by the work of several younger contin- 
ental authors, who knew more clearly where they wanted to go than any of 
their contemporaries in Britain. To introduce them through translations in a 
literary magazine might, I thought, do something to stimulate the English 
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literary world. Again, it seemed to me that the long, disrupting war years 
had to an alarming extent broken the threads which should have united the 
new generation with the immediate past of the twenties and thirties; and I 
conceived it to be the task of a new literary magazine to help to re-establish 
that connection by soliciting reminiscences of famous writers and famous 
literary circles of pre-war days, before those who could put them down had 
all vanished from the scene. Finally, I felt that a new magazine in the fifties 
should devote as much space as possible to serious literary criticism, not of a 
highly specialist or pedantic sort, but more considered and at greater length 
whenever necessary than was possible in the daily or weekly newspapers; 
not aiming to control its critics to one line of opinion, but rather to create, 
within the maximum free play of opinion, a certain critical tone that would 
be recognized as authoritative—and characteristic. 


Such were the objectives with which The London Magazine was founded; 
clearly more varied and more comprehensive than the objectives with 
which New Writing began, and therefore—as I soon found out—more 
difficult to attain. Now it seems to me useless for an editor to keep rigidly 
to the plans he lays down before he starts work; he must allow his magazine, 
if it is to remain a vital factor in the artistic life of its time, to be moved by 
the most strongly flowing currents—the real currents which he discovers 
and not necessarily the apparent or fashionable currents—however hard he 
paddles to keep it in a certain position in relation to the stream. I soon found 
out with New Writing, for instance, that the most interesting work that was 
being done in the thirties could not be contained in a strict formula of left- 
wing political sentiment. Similarly, I soon found out with The London 
Magazine that short stories were going to be very hard to collect, but that 
in poetry a ferment was beginning which if encouraged might produce 
exciting results; that there was a deep impulse towards argument and dis- 
cussion, which needed to be given free play in articles and letters; and that a 
much higher proportion of the vital creative work than I had guessed was 
going to come from America and from the Commonwealth. 


Thus The London Magazine in its fourth year of existence is not quite the 
magazine that I foresaw in 1953. For an editor these discoveries about the 
nature of the medium he works in as he works are perhaps more stimulating 
than anything. Indeed, to find that a magazine is changing under his hands 
from what he originally intended, gives him some confidence that it is 
attracting to itself what is alive in the thought of its time, and not remaining 
in a sterile subservience to preliminary blueprints, however ingenious. 


John Lehmann, poet and critic, has been editor of the monthly London Magazine since it first 
appeared in February 1954, and was the founder and editor of New Writing. He also founded his 
own publishing house, of which he was Managing Director until 1952. The Whispering Gallery, 
the first volume of his autobiography, appeared in 1955.

It is 

thus a work of primary importance for any student of the administration and history 

of Rhodesia.

PHILOSOPHY [AND PSYCHOLOGY] 


OCCULT PHENOMENA IN THE LIGHT OF THEOLOGY. 
Alois Wiesinger. Translated from the German by Brian Battershaw. Burns 
Oates, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 310 pages. Glossary. Index. 

The subject matter of this book is of universal interest even if not everyone wil! 

agree with the author’s thesis. Briefly it is this. Before the Fall man possessed certain 

angelic powers, the rudiments of which he still retains. These rudimentary and 
generally undeveloped powers explain genuine psychical phenomena. The first part 
of the book is devoted to the working out of this theory, the second in applying it 
to various forms of occult phenomena and strange psychological states such as 
artificial sleep, telepathy, hysteria, spiritualism, crystal-gazing, ghosts and hauntings. 
Abbot Wiesinger, who died shortly after finishing this book, was a distinguished 
Cistercian theologian. (133-07) 
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PHILOSOPHICAL WRITINGS. Leibniz. Translated from the German 
by Mary Morris. Introduction by C. R. Morris. Reprint. Dent, 7s. 1956. 
18-5 cm. 318 pages. Index. (Everyman's Library) 

The reissue after twenty-two years of this compact collection is welcome. Leibniz 

is acknowledged to be a great philosopher; his writings are too often approached by 

way of handbooks. Mr. Morris’s introduction lays stress, in conformity with current 
interests, upon Leibniz’s method of argument rather than upon his overall system. 

There are lengthy extracts from the Monadology, and other basic writings; passages 

from his famous letters to Arnauld, Bayle and Clarke; and finally short excerpts from 

the great mass of his miscellaneous works. The student is thus able to grasp the 
immense range of a thinker who, if not perhaps ‘the most comprehensive mind since 

Aristotle’ (as is here claimed), was without doubt among the greatest of post-medieval 

philosophers. (193)

NEW TESTAMENT FAITH FOR TODAY. Amos N. Wilder. 
S.C.M. Press, 15s. 1957. 22 cm. 186 pages. Index. 
This volume is a scholarly and courageous attempt to investigate the relevance of 
the Christian message to the modern man. The author, who is a professor in Harvard 
Divinity School, shows by an examination of the symbolic language in which the 
Gospel is expressed in the synoptic gospels, the teaching of St. Paul and the Johannine 
witness that such symbols as the kingdom of God, the last judgment, the Redeemer 
and his sacrifice are still relevant if their essential meaning is unveiled in the light of 
biblical scholarship and the faith of the modern interpreter. (225) 


FLAME IN THE MIND. An Introduction to some Early Christian Writings. 
Gordon Lewis Phillips. Longmans, 5s.6d. cloth; 3s.6d. paper covers. 19$7. 17 cm. 
126 pages. 

In this Lent book, commended by the Bishop of London, the Anglican chaplain to 

London University suggests that we should gain a clearer view of contemporary 

problems in Church and State, the relations of Christians to non-Christian cultures 

and the true nature of spirituality if we had a fuller acquaintance with the setting of 
these issues in the writings of Christian Fathers. Hence, as a preliminary step, he 
introduces us to the life and writings of Ignatius, Clement, Justin, Tertullian and 

Origen. Arresting biographical sketches are combined with a skilful selection of 

extracts from the works of each writer. (230) 


THE BRIGHT CLOUD. The Bible in the light of the Transfiguration. 
J. R. Macphail. Oxford University Press, 158. 1957. 19 cm. 200 pages. Index. 
With the picture of the Transfiguration as a touchstone, the writer submits that the 
key to the interpretation of the Scriptures is the vision of the glory of Jesus as the 
Incarnation of God—and by the doctrine of the Incarnation he means that life makes 
sense because the Creator and the Redeemer of the world are one with the God and 
Father of Jesus Christ. From this angle, he surveys the Acts and the letters of St. Paul; 
the Old Testament as the Scriptures of the early Church, and finally the four gospels. 
This interesting study merits attention. (232-95) 


A YEAR WITH THE BIBLE. John Marsh. S.C.M. Press, 15s. 1957. 
22 cm. 192 pages. 


The author, who is Principal of Mansfield College, Oxford, provides us with a set 
of Bible readings to cover a year, supplemented by expositions which are marked by 
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distinction of thought and simplicity of expression. While the readings are necessarily 
a selection from the whole literature, they illustrate the unity of the Bible and enable 
us to interpret other passages which are omitted. Those who are eager to grasp the 
meaning of human life in the light of the biblical context which often seems alien to 
modern thought and practice will find in this book an illuminating guide. —_ (242-2) 


CHRISTIANITY AND RACE. The Burroughs Memorial Lectures, 1956. 
Philip Mason. Lutterworth Press, 10s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 174 pages. Bibliography. 
Index. 

The author, now director of studies on race relations at the Royal Institute of 

International Affairs, examines in this volume, which is charged with deep conviction 

based on wide knowledge, the relation of the Christian ethic to the problem of race. 

He states what he believes to be the Christian ethic and discusses its validity in the 

light of scientific humanism with special reference to the views of Julian Huxley and 

the attitude of the Dutch Reformed Churches. His‘own understanding of Christian 
ethical principles is then applied to race relations in Africa and to personal and 
domestic issues in Britain, including the question of the immigration of British 
subjects into the United Kingdom and the social relations of members of different 
races. This lucid and realistic approach to a universal problem should be studied by 
those within and without the Churches. (261-8) 


THE DIRECTION OF NUNS. Being the English version of Directoire 
des Prétres chargés des Religieuses. Translated from the French by Lancelot C. 
Sheppard. Blackfriars Publications, 16s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 270 pages. (Religious Life,

In September 1953 a national conference was held at Versailles the object of which 

was to enable priests who ministered to nuns to share their knowledge and experience 

and so make themselves better fitted for the responsible position they held. This 

articular volume prints the papers dealing with the general theology of the religious 
ife, followed by those which give practical advice to chaplains, confessors, preachers 
and Visitors. A final chapter explains the policy of the present Pope with regard to

The Directory, revised and brought up to date, is arranged in three main parts, giving 

general information, as well as details of the Roman Catholic Hierarchy in Great 

Britain, and information on the dioceses of England, Scotland and Wales. There are 

lists of Cardinals, Archbishops and Bishops of the British Commonwealth and the 

United States of America, the priests of Great Britain, and religious Orders in England 

and Wales. Details are also given of training colleges for teachers and societies in 

England and Wales.

THE DELPHIC ORACLE. Vol. I—The History. Vol. Il—The Oracular 
Responses. H. W. Parke and D. E. W. Wormell. Blackwell (Oxford), 84s. the 
set. 1956. 23 cm. 448: 310 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. 

The authors are the Professors of Ancient History and of Latin in the University of 

Dublin. Professor Parke’s original volume on the history of the oracle has long been 

out of print. The first volume of the present work is a much revised and enlarged 
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version of that book, and the second volume, preceded by an expansive Prolegomena, 
contains all the known oracular responses, historic and invented, with sources, variants, 
and, where necessary, comments. In Volume I the history of the oracle is related in 
detail from mythical times down to its final utterance in the reign of Julian, with full 
discussion of its relations with states and individuals and of its bearing upon religion 
and morality. The book will have a wide appeal to students of ancient history, 
literature, and life; Volume I does not demand knowledge of Greek. (292)

DEVELOPMENT FOR FREE ASIA. Maurice Zinkin. Issued under the 

auspices of the Institute of Pacific Relations. Chatto & Windus, 21s. 1956. 22 cm. 

272 pages. Index. 
Past contentment has in part been re:ponsible for Asia’s failure to develop. But today 
she is gradually learning the recipe for material prosperity. Old attitudes of mind are 
changing and creating the demand for a more prosperous life and the arrival of 
economics is producing a mild ferment of divine discontent. Maurice Zinkin examines 
the requirements for Asia’s material development from all angles not excluding the 
political and social. The people, for example, must learn to sacrifice old habits and 
present consumption; and business must assume the respectability formerly associated 
only with government administration (the author has had experience of both as a 
former Indian Civil Servant and today an employee of Lever Brothers (India) 
Limited). He presents the problem in language which is terse and lucid, with 
illustrations almost entirely culled from his Indian experience. The book unquestion- 
ably is a valuable contribution to modern Asian studies. (309-2095)

THE THEORY AND PRACTICE OF COMMUNISM. An Introduc- 
tion. R. N. Carew Hunt. 3rd edition, revised. Bles, 18s. 1957. 22 cm. 296 pages. 
Bibliography. Index. 
This work first appeared in 1950 and was immediately recognised as an authoritative 
and easily read expo.ition, by a non-Communist, of the Marxian system from its 
origin to the post-Stalin age. The book deals fully with the philosophic, economic 
and political theories of Marxism, and with the contributions of both Lenin and 
Stalin to Marxist theory. In thoroughly revising it, account has been taken of the 
20th Russian Party Congress of February 1956 and of certain recent changes in 
Soviet thought. Mr. Carew Hunt, the author of Marxism, Past and Present, is attached 
to St. Antony’s College, Oxford. (321-84) 


EUROPEAN REFUGEES: 1939-52. A Study in Forced Population 
Movement. Malcolm J. Proudfoot. Faber, 52s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. $42 pages.

The late Professor Proudfoot was Professor of Political Geography in North- 

Western University, Illinois. During the war he served first in the Displaced Persons 

Branch of SHAEF, where he was responsible for writing military reports on refugee 

matters, and later in the Civil Affairs Division of the War Department, in Washington, 

again on refugee business. His wide experience and research are evident in this work, 
which describes the whole process of displacement and resettlement of more than 
sixty million people. While giving full information, with statistical tables, for the 
historian or demographer, the book is readable enough to attract the ordinary 
reader.

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THE TRUSTEESHIP SYSTEM OF THE UNITED NATIONS. 
Charmain Edwards Toussaint. Stevens & Sons, 37s.6d. 1956. 22°5 cm. 302 pages. 
Bibliography. Index. (Library of World Affairs, No. 33) 

The Trusteeship system established by the United Nations in 1945 continues the 

work of the pre-war League of Nations Mandates System. It represents the most 

recent attempt at the international control of colonial government. The present study 
is an analysis of the legal and institutional aspects of trusteeship. The provisions of the 

Charter are set against their historical background and examined and interpreted in 

the light of the practice of the United Nations. Part one deals with the origins and 

part two with the scope and aims of the trusteeship system, part three is on the trust 
agreements, the next part on the machinery of supervision, part five on administration, 

and the final part deals with trusteeship and non-self-governing territories. (325-31) 


FABIAN INTERNATIONAL ESSAYS. Edited by T. E. M. McKitterick 
and Kenneth Younger. Hogarth Press, 18s. 1957. 22 cm. 220 pages. 
These essays by seven distinguished members of the Fabian Society, four of whom 
are members of Parliament, present an unofficial Labour Party view of current 
international politics, and are likely to be widely read. Richard Lowenthal, Foreign 
Affairs Commentator of the Observer, writes on co-existence with Soviet Commun- 
ism, and Thomas Balogh, a Fellow of Balliol College, Oxford, on the political 
economy of the cold war. John Strachey, T. E. M. McKitterick, Kenneth Younger 
and P. C. Gordon Walker deal with defence policy and with conditions in the Middle 
and Far East and in the Commonwealth. Finally, Denis Healey discusses the possi- 
bilities of full international co-operation. (327) 


POLICY FOR THE WEST. Ion Ratiu. Harvill Press, 16s. 1957. 22 cm. 
206 pages. 2 maps. 
The author of this book is a Rumanian who was in London in 1940 when Rumania 
joined the Axis and who has remained in England. Being acutely conscious of the 
spread of Communism he has spent much time, since qualifying in law, in studying 
international affairs, and he acted as assistant counsel for the defence of the four 
Rumanian patriots who seized the Rumanian Legation in Berne. He claims that the 
West has never had the initiative in its conflict with Communism because its policy 
rests upon false assumptions, and he puts forward cogent arguments and suggestions 
which deserve full consideration. (327) 


DOCUMENTS ON BRITISH FOREIGN POLICY, 1919-1939. 
Edited by E. L. Woodward and Rohan Butler. Second series. Volume V, 1933. 
H.M. Stationery Office, 95s. 1956. 25 cm. 998 pages. 

During 1933 Hitler became Chancellor of the German Reich, the Four Power Pact 

was signed and the Disarmament Conference petered out after the withdrawal of 

Germany from it and from the League of Nations. In the present volume are 

published, for the first time, reports and other documents which throw new light on 

these events and on British foreign policy between the wars. (327-42)

AGRARIAN REFORM AND THE RECORD OF ISRAEL. 
A. Granott. Translated from the Hebrew by E. M. Epstein. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 
21s.

Dr. Granott, who is a Professor in the University of Jerusalem and Chairman of the 

Board of Directors of the Jewish National Fund, supplements his earlier work, The 
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Land System in Palestine, with this authoritative account of the vast changes in 
agrarian conditions which occurred in Israel from the Declaration of Independence 
in 1948 to July 1954. To bring them into full relief he describes the historical back- 
ground of land tenure in Israel and also the agrarian reforms which have taken place 
since 1918 in over thirty countries of Europe, Asia and elsewhere. He ends with a 
considered plan for future policy in Israel. (333-095604) 


SPICER AND PEGLER’S INCOME TAX AND PROFITS TAX. 
22nd edition by H. A. R. J. Wilson. H.F.L., 30s. 1956. 22 cm. 742 pages. Index. 
First published in 1907, this is a most widely used reference work among practitioners 
in British income tax, and a clear and reliable textbook for students SP income tax 
law and practice. This new edition covers all the essential legislation and case law 
reports up to and including the Finance Act of 1956, setting out concisely the general 
principles of income tax and the detailed provisions relating to surtax, profits tax, 
double taxation relief and the various reliefs allowed in specific circumstances. 
Schedules of recent rates, and notes on bankruptcy, land tax and other relevant 
matters are given in appendices.

other services, and, in certain cases, undertakes the actual operation or complete 
control of an industry. The au.hor, who for many years was Professor of Commerce 
in the University of Birmingham, is the author of Logic of British and American 
Industry, Labour and many other works.

The author, who served on the staff of the League of Nations for over twenty-five 
years and who has also had experience with other international organisations, is 
modest in his choice of title. This book is essential reading for anyone concerned 
with the recruitment and direction of staff in an international civil service or in any 
civil service which entails residence abroad. He covers a wide field, examining amongst 
others the problems of morale, language, promotion, finance and committee work 
and is able to make many wise proposals for their solution. (341-11) 


A HISTORY OF ENGLISH CRIMINAL LAW AND ITS 
ADMINISTRATION FROM 1750. Vol. 2: The Clash between Private 
Initiative and Public Interest in the Enforcement of the Law. Vol. 3: Cross- 
Currents in the Movement for the Reform of the Police. Leon Radzinowicz. 
Stevens & Sons, 84s. per vol. 1956. 255 cm. 770: 706 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

The first volume (1948) of this monumental work dealt with the movement for the 

reform of the criminal law in the 18th and roth centuries, with particular reference 

to capital punishment. The second volume describes in detail the enforcement of the 
criminal law at that period, a system largely inspired by the prevailing creed of 

laissez-faire and to a great extent operated by private initiative. The volume closes at a 
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time when the realisation was growing that crime prevention should be a public 
responsibility. Volume 3 surveys the history of the events which led to the formation 
of a general police force throughout the country. This work is a quite outstanding 
contribution to the history of England generally and of English law. Dr. Radzinowicz 
is Director of the Department of Criminal Science in the University of Cambridge.

LAWS AND ORDERS. An Inquiry into the Nature and Scope of Delegated 
Legislation and Executive Powers in English Law. 2nd edition. Sir Carleton Kemp

Since the first edition, in 1945, there have been so many new developments that 
extensive rewriting has been necessary. The author discusses the balance of powers 
in the constitution, outlines the history of the delegation of legislative authority, 
then considers the position in Britain following the Second World War. Later 
chapters show the processes and forms Of parliamentary delegation, parliamentary 
controls, the procedure for laying before parliament, and the subject matter of 
delegated legislation. A discussion of the problems of delegation, precedes a survey of 
the position of the courts in relation to judicial controls in general and problems of 
interpretation of delegated legislation. Final chapters discuss the attitude of the public 
towards the executive and the position of the Crown as the fountain of justice. This 
new edition is clearly an outstanding contribution to an important problem.

BATTLE HONOURS OF THE ROYAL NAVY. Oliver Warner. 
George Philip, 12s.6d. 1956. 22 cm. 100 pages. $8 illustrations (2 in colour). Index. 
An official list of Battle Honours was first issued by the Admiralty in 1954, and 
awards were made cumulative for ships bearing the names of past ships. An intro- 
ductory chapter on the scope and definition of battle honours is followed by a 
tabulated list of Fleet actions from the Armada 1588 to Korea 1953, and details of 
single ship actions listed alphabetically. Then come lists, with battle honours, of 
ships of the Royal and Commonwealth Navies now in commission, of Fleet Air 
Arm Squadrons which have served in action, and of regiments of the Army with 
naval battle honours. The final section consists of illustrations of ships’ badges. (359-9) 


HERALDRY IN THE ROYAL NAVY: Crests and Badges of H.M. Ships. 
Alfred E. Weightman. Gale & Polden (Aldershot), 30s. 1957. 19 cm. $32 pages. 
Numerous illustrations. 

For nearly thirty years the Royal Navy has enjoyed expert heraldic advice in the 

design of the badges which adorn its ships. Many are traditional, many are amusing, 

and all have point. Mr. Weightman, in what is by far the fullest book on the subject 
which has yet appeared, gives a great many of these designs, explains their origin, 

supplies notes on how the badges are actually cast in the dockyards, and adds a 

conspectus of naval history illustrating how the Navy’s many battle honours were 

acquired. It is a book of high value, the fruit of many years’ research. (359°9)

A HISTORY OF EDUCATION IN BRITISH WEST AFRICA. 
Colin G. Wise. Longmans, 6s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 142 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

This useful little book traces the history of education in West Africa from the Castle 

Schools on the Gold Coast in the 17th century to the year 1950. While it thus stops 
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short of many extremely significant developments, the volume does survey for the 
first time the whole pattern of educational progress in an area of increasing importance 
in the Commonwealth, and it should prove of use and interest to all concerned in 
African education.

THE PUBLIC AND PREPARATORY SCHOOLS YEAR BOOK, 
1957. The Official Book of Reference of the Headmasters’ Conference and of the 
Association of Preparatory Schools. 67th year of publication. Edited by J. F. 
Burnet and A. E. Nichols. Black, 21s. 1956. 18 cm 1,090 pages Indexes. 


This official book of reference of the Headmasters’ Conference and of the Association 
of Preparatory Schools gives in the first part full particulars about British schools 
accepted as eligible for representation on the Headmasters’ Conference; the second 
part gives details of preparatory schools; and the third is mainly concerned with 
careers, giving many particulars regarding educational and other requirements of a 
number of professions and general information about them. (372-42) 


SECONDARY MODERN. Harold Loukes. Harrap, 7s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 
128 pages. Index. 
The Reader in Education, Oxford University Department of Education, and some 
of his colleagues visited a hundred secondary modern schools to find out how they 
function, how they differ from grammar schools, and what these differences imply 
for those concerned with the training of teachers. This book, the result of the 
investigations, considers five questions: is there a secondary modern child, curriculum, 
school, teacher, parent? The answer appears mainly to be that there is not. In the 
course of the deliberations on the first three of these questions, Mr. Loukes reasses es 
the Hadow Report (which originally laid down plans for secondary modern schools) 
and considers present developments in the light of its recommendations. The book is 
a sound contribution to a subject of considerable importance to all concerned with 
secondary education. (373) 


METHODS FOR SCIENCE MASTERS. C. Brewster Owen. Macmillan, 
10s.6d. 1956. 22 cm. Illustrations. Index. 
Written by a former Inspector of Education, Sudan Government, this handbook is 
intended for teachers overseas, and the language used is based on A General Service 
List of English Words by Michael West. Among the practical aspects dealt with are 
designing and equipping the laboratory, planning the science lesson, marking note- 
books, dealing with accidents in the laboratory, organising visits to places of scientific 
interest, and preparing and conducting examinations. The final chapter discusses 
briefly the relation between religion and science. The book should prove most 
helpful to the young teacher of science in schools overseas. (373)

SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH IN BRITISH UNIVERSITIES 1955-56.

DETERMINATION OF MOISTURE IN SOLIDS. A Short Survey 
of Methods and Apparatus. P. J. Geary. British Scientific Instrument Research 
Association, 7s.6d. 1956. 24°5 cm. $6 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. 

This survey by an officer of the British Scientific Instrument Research Association 

gives all the known methods of determining the moisture content of solid materials, 

and lists instruments and other apparatus available in Great Britain for measuring 

moisture content. The survey is entirely non-critical: its chief value lies in its 

comprehensive bibliography. (539-2) 


INSIDE THE ATOM. Isaac Asimov. Abelard-Schuman, 12s.6d. 1956. 21-5 cm. 
176 pages. Illustrations by John Bradford. Diagrams. Index. 


The author, who has written a number of ‘popular’ scientific books, has a knack of 
explaining difficult ideas in an interesting manner without sacrificing accuracy or 
clarity. The present book deals with the fundamentals of atomic energy and includes 
chapters on the structure of: atoms, isotopes, radioactivity, fundamental particles, 
radiations and nuclear fission, and ends with a brief account of atomic power and the 
industrial, biological and medical applications of nuclear energy. The use of un- 
familiar scientific terms is kept to a minimum and the argument is illustrated with 
many familiar examples and should be readily understood by those who have little 
scientific or technical background.

Written by two well-known authors with extensive experience in the teaching of 
organic chemistry, this text for the undergraduate student, giving clear and full 
instruction in the techniques and methods of qualitative organic analysis, is particularly 
successful in supplementing the textbooks on organic chemistry. As is usual, com- 
pounds are dealt with according to their functional groups, and the different tests, 
their applications and limitations are lucidly described. Only a few references are 
given. There are — extensive lists giving boiling points and melting points of 
compounds and of their derivatives.

These two volumes complete Mr. Hollingshead’s distinguished monograph. Volume 

Il deals with the salts of oxine, with the mono-halogen, dihalogen and trihalogen 

derivatives and with the methyl and sulphonic acid derivatives. Volume IV covers 

the carboxylic acids, the phenyl, substitute phenyl, nitroso, nitro and animo deriva- 
tives, the azo-derivatives and related compounds. The antibacterial and antifungal 
action of oxine, its derivatives and chelates are also discussed. A most adequate index 
is provided for all four volumes and also a valuable list of those chemists, from all 
over the world, to whose research reference has been made. This work can be fairly 
said to be one of the outstanding reference books on analytical chemistry.

The superb pottery and textiles of pre-Inca 

Peruvian cultures such as the Cupisnique and Mochica are well described and 

illustrated in this book, which sets out objectively though rather drily, the rival 

theories and datings of Peruvian archaeologists; so much work remains to be done 
in this field that any attempt to summarise results so far is perhaps premature and 

inevitably reads rather scrappily.

The scientific expedition to Arnhem Land in 1948, arranged by the National Geo- 
graphic Society, the Smithsonian Institution of Washington and the Commonwealth 
of Australia, was the most comprehensive investigation ever organised in the history 
of Australian scientific research. The records of it will be published in four volumes. 
This first volume by the expedition’s leader is a fascinating revelation of the mental 
world, and the artistic genius, of the aborigines, including a hitherto long-neglected 
aspect of their lore—their knowledge of the night sky and the myths and legends with 
which they have surrounded the movements of the stars. The whole work is finely 
and liberally illustrated with monochrome and coloured photographs and drawings 
of aboringinal cave and bark paintings, implements and weapons. It is a most 
valuable work of research into one of the least known parts of the Australian 
continent.

Not only does the report present advances 
made by leading workers, but, also, the discussions which follow each paper give the 
views of specialists, in the same and allied fields, best qualified to challenge or 
corroborate results. Among the papers to which Professor de Hevesy draws attention 
in his summary are those by D. W. H. Barnes and J. F. Loutit on Post Irradiation 
Treatment of Mice and Rats, H. A. Krebs on the Effects of Extraneous Agents on 
Cell Metabolism, and A. Hollaender and G. E. Stapleton on the Influence of Chemical

This interesting book might be described as an outline of physics for the amateur 
gardener. The author, a Reader in Botany in Oxford University and a Fellow of the 
Royal Society, describes in simple language and with a leavening of humour the 
make-up of the soil; why a plant needs and how it obtains and uses air, sunlight, 
water, nitrogen and the other elements essential to its life and growth; the effect of 
such operations as digging and hocing, the use of hormones and weed killers and 
modern methods of regulating the flowering period and stimulating or retarding 
seed germination.

MERMAIDS AND MASTODONS. A Book of Natural and Unnatural

Mr. Carrington is excellent company both for the naturalist in his reflective hour and 
for the general reader who seeks curious knowledge imparted in a clear and non- 
technical style. Here he browses among the literature of mythical birds and beasts, 
trying to discover whether any real creatures gave rise to them; he goes on to re- 
construct some of the animals from the fossil record, perhaps even more improbable 
than the mythical ones, and continues with a survey of some unexpected survivals 
from previous geological ages. Finally he deals with some species which have been 
exterminated within historical times and others which are likely to suffer the same 
fate unless man’s unconcern or cupidity can be overcome. (590)

Mr. Jackman’s book is eminently practical, dealing first with materials and methods 
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of constructing tanks which will hold and display marine animals and then giving a 
brief survey of the invertebrate and vertebrate animals which can be obtained and 
which will flourish in this kind of captivity Such a book must prove valuable to

Important oceanographical data were obtained by the expedition, the primary object 
being biological research and the making of collections from great depths. Hydro- 
graphical, echo-sounding and geomagnetic studies were also carried out, in which 
new techniques were successfully tested: c.g. the use of radio-active carbon to measure 
the sea’s productivity. The Galathea sailed via the Cape, Torres Strait and the Panama 
Canal, and the opportunity was taken to visit little known islands including the 
Nicobars, Rennell Island, where ethnographical studies were made, and Campbell 
Island. All this varied work is described in twenty-four chapters by experts, writing 
as far as possible in a manner intelligible to the ordinary reader and so introducing 
him to many of the problems of the ocean and its life. The translation, a considerable

The author is Reader in Anatomy at St. Mary’s Hospital Medical School, London, 
and the accent in this account of reptiles is mainly upon their structure. It follows 
that, although the book will be a most valuable summary for zoology students of 
the recent advances in reconstructing the evolution of reptiles and the derivation of 
birds and mammals from them, it will not make easy reading for the amateur 
naturalist. Nevertheless, it deals competently with a very crucial stage in vertebrate 
evolution and, owing to the satisfactory way in which bone becomes fossilized, there 
is plenty of material for study. To the curious, even if unscientific, mind the book 
should provide a closely-knit detective story. (598-1)

headings are: geographical problems, behaviour, breeding, protection, techniques, 
suggestions for special studies, regional and general directories of ornithologists, 
collections and literature.

Emperor. These hardy birds lay their eggs and rear their chicks in the desperate cold 
of the Antarctic winter. The account, light-hearted and racy, falls into two parts, 
the first being more or less a narrative of the expedition, the second an account of

A pleasing, well-illustrated volume, it can, however, be relied 
upon to cover the syllabuses in practical nursing for the examinations of the General 

Nursing Council. This revised edition includes new material on the nursing of 

patients undergoing heart, lung, and laryngo-oesophageal surgery, corneal graft and

The subjects 
covered are, broadly, the commoner diseases, syndromes, signs and symptoms, and 
therapeutic procedures; they include topics in which recent interest has been marked, 
such as the psychoses, radioactive isotopes, occupational and tropical diseases, and 
physical methods of treatment. To do justice to the expansion of medical therapeutics, 
other specialties such as surgery, gynaecology, ophthalmology and otorhinolaryng- 
ology, have been omitted.

CLINICAL PROCEDURES AND THEIR BACKGROUND FOR

As a background to efficient nursing care, Miss Pavey, an Examiner to the General 

Nursing Council for England and Wales, is persuaded that the State Registered 

Nurse must understand the fundamental principles of pathological and bacteriological 

tests and of physical investigations, the techniques employed, the implications of the 

findings and the mechanism by which the chosen treatment achieves the expected 
results. Her textbook, which gives full instructions for the care of the patient before 
and after such procedures, is comprehensive, ranging from the examination of the 
eye to the estimation of basal metabolism. New in this revised edition are chapters 
on nuclear physics and the investigation of cardiac function, and a section on liver 
biopsy; the chapter on immunization has been expanded. (616-07) 
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THE CARE OF THE EXPECTANT MOTHER. Josephine Barnes. 
Pitman, 30s. 1957. 22 cm. 280 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
The author addresses this practical work based on her lectures to students in two 
London teaching hospitals, to all ranks of the medical profession, from consultant to 
midwife, responsible for antenatal examinations. She urges the importance of 
accuracy and care and herself demonstrates these qualities in a readable text. Divided 
into three parts, it first deals with normal pregnancy, anatomy, physiology, clinical 
examination and special investigations, the advice to and preparation of the mother 
and the services available to her in the United Kingdom. There follow nine chapters 
on abnormal pregnancy, which emphasise the need for early diagnosis, and, finally, 
ten chapters dealing with diseases which complicate pregnancy or are adversely 
affected by it. (618) 


MUNRO KERR’S OPERATIVE OBSTETRICS. 6th edition by 
J. Chassar Moir. Baillidre, toss. 1956. 26 cm. 1,020 pages. Numerous illustrations

The Nuffield Professor of Obstetrics and Gynaecology, Oxford University, is alone 

responsible for the detailed revision of Munro Kerr’s textbook for postgraduate 

students, less experienced obstetricians and general practitioners. After introductory 
chapters on normal labour come full accounts of the diagnosis and treatment of 
dystocia and the results of treatment in which he emphasises the importance of early 
diagnosis and of the provision for emergencies. These are followed by an important 
section describing the history, techniques and results of obstetric operations and 
finally one dealing with injuries and accidents to mother and child. Although this 
standard of work is based upon the personal experience of author and editor, they 
trace the development and assess the value of different techniques, and discuss the 
views of authorities throughout the world, supporting their own conclusions with 
statistics, when these are available. The sixth edition contains much new material and 
1800 references in the text. (618) 


MODERN TRENDS IN GERIATRICS. Edited by William Hobson.

The editor opens with a fascinating 
historical chapter. Recent research on biological, histological, biochemical and 
psychological aspects of ageing is then presented in contributions by G. H. Bourne, 
A. Jordan and A. T. Welford respectively. Eight chapters follow on various specialties 
of medicine and surgery in their relation to old age, and on nutrition and physical 
medicine. W. Morton then writes on hospital care and J. H. Sheldon on home care. 
Professor Hobson concludes a most interesting, well documented work with a study 
of employment and retirement.

This handbook, tightly packed with data on a wide range of polymers which find 

application in the three technologies of plastics, fibres and rubbers, has been compiled 

by a research worker of the British Cotton Research Association. The facts have 
been arranged for easy reference and the book is divided into two main sections. 

In the first, details of the structure of individual polymers, their chemistry, physics 

and applications are given; in the second, specific properties such as X-ray data, 

specific heat, moisture regain, impact strength, dielectric strength, etc., are defined 
and discussed. The book is not at its best in dealing with the most recent develop- 
ments, ¢.g., there is no discussion of the new range of heterogeneous polymerisation 
catalysts. Applications are not always critically assessed, but the book will doubtless 
become a standard work. (668-4)

Numerous 
illustrations. Plans. Maps. Index. 

At one time chief architect to the London County Council, an appointment of great 

prestige in the architectural world, the author is also a considerable scholar. His views, 

therefore, command respect, although the final pages of this book, and especially the 

choice of illustrations, show that he has not much sympathy with the modern move- 

ment. As a straightforward history of town-planning, however, the volume should 
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prove extremely interesting to the intelligent general reader, whilst providing an 
adequate source of reference for the student. City building, Mr. Hiorns says, is the 
most comprehensive and the earliest of the major arts of civilisation, and he has some 
justifiably hard things to say about the industrial age in Britain, which temporarily, 
at any rate, checked the evolutionary progress of urbanism and substituted town 
sprawl. The last chapters stress the need for reform in present-day conditions and 
make some practical suggestions. (711-09) 


PARKING SURVEY OF INNER LONDON: Interim Report, Septem- 
ber 1956. Ministry of Transport and Civil Aviation. H.M. Stationery Office, 20s. 
1956. 33 cm. 40 pages. 4 plans. Paper covers. 

In March 1956 the Minister of Transport appointed a committee, under the chairman- 

ship of Mr. A. Samuels, to undertake a new survey of the parking position in Inner 

London, where 48,000 private cars are parked at any one time each day. The Com- 

mittee were asked to report within six months, and this extremely thorough document 

is their answer to the Minister’s request. It analyses the problem, presents a plan of 
controlled parking, appraises the effects of this plan and summarises the committce’s 

conclusions and recommendations. (711-7)

JAMES WYATT. Antony Dale. Blackwell (Oxford), 30s. 1956. 23 cm. 
240 pages. 67 illustrations. Index. 


This is an expansion and rewriting of the monograph published in 1936. Its main 
interest to the general reader lies in its modification of the legend of “Wyatt the 
Destroyer.’ Besides his infamous ‘restorations’ of Salisbury Cathedral, Hereford, 
Lichfield, etc. (for which the blame must be shared by the Deans and Chapters) and 
the two works for which he is best known—the old Pantheon in London, and the 
fantastic Fonthill Abbey for William Beckford—W yatt (1746-1813) was responsible 
for much brilliant interior work and many lovely houses in both classical styles and 
the cheerful, decorative Gothic of the time. He was, indeed, as Mr. Dale insists, in 
the first rank of English architects, and his good work should be better known. The 
plates speak for themselves but are none too plentiful; ground plans are sadly lacking.

NEW GERMAN ARCHITECTURE. Selected by Gerd Hatje, Hubert 
Hoffmann, Karl Kaspar. Text and captions by Karl Kaspar. Translated from the 
German by H. J. Montague.

Illustrations. Plans. Index. 





Although the modern movement in architecture has always been essentially inter- 
national, German architects played an important, indeed a spectacular, part until 
Hitler put an abrupt stop to their work in 1933. The vast and truly impressive re- 
building programme of the past six or seven years has offered the profession a 
second opportunity. This attractive book illustrates and briefly analyses 134 very 
recent buildings of all types. It is a fine tribute to German industry and resilience, as 
well as to the strength of the Bauhaus tradition (720-943) 


MODERN ARCHITECTURE IN BRAZIL. Henrique E. Mindlin. 
Architectural Press, 84s. 1956. 30°5 cm. 264 pages. 450 illustrations. 300 diagrams. 
Bibliography. Index. 

In the past twenty years Brazil has produced a remarkable crop of architects of very 

high talent, who have been especially adroit in handling reinforced concrete, the 
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principal structural material of the country, in devising methods of sun protection 
and in the decorative application of pierced and ceramic tiles. Among the most gifted 
of these designers is the author of this elegant, inspiring and objectively written book. 
Mr. Mindlin begins with a short historical survey and then proceeds to analyse and 
illustrate the work of about sixty of his fellow-architects. All types of building are 
included, and he also gives examples of city-planning and landscape architecture. 
There are over 400 photographs, 300 drawings and—a useful feature—a list of 
important bibliographical references to major ‘jobs’ by each architect. Professor 
Sigfried Giedion, the distinguished Swiss architectural critic, writes the preface.

RIBBONS AND MEDALS: Naval, Military, Air Force and Civil. 
H. Taprell Dorling (‘Taffrail’) in association with L. F. Guille. 3rd edition, revised 
and enlarged. George Philip, 21s. 1956. 22 cm. 286 pages. Numerous illustrations 
(some in colour). Index. 
Captain Taprell Dorling’s handbook on Ribbons and Medals has been a standard 
work ever since its first appearance in 1916, giving as it does a concise and illustrated 
description of all the chief civil and military distinctions not merely of the Common- 
wealth but of the principal nations of the world. This new edition has the various 
coloured ribbons set out on a grey instead of a white background. The result is 
attractive. Captain Taprell Dorling has had the collaboration of Mr. L. F. Guille, 
the Honorary Secretary of the Orders, Decorations and Medals Record Society, in 
bringing his admirable text completely up to date. (737) 


Drawing Painting 
A CYCLE OF GOYA’S DRAWINGS. José Lépez-Rey. Faber, 70s. 
1956. 25°5 cm. 160 pages. 134 plates. Index. 

Sub-titled ‘The Expression of Truth and Liberty’, this monograph offers a detailed 
examination of Goya’s series of drawings made during the Napoleonic invasions of 
Spain at the beginning of the 19th century. These drawings express the disturbed 
mental climate of the time—the conflict between liberalism and reaction, the horrors 
of war, the cruelty of the obsolescent Inquisition, and the sufferings of those caught 
up in the march of events. Mr. Lépez-Rey, a Spaniard like his subject, has thought 
his way deeply into Goya’s stark, often distressing drawings. A scholarly text interprets 
their meaning in terms of Goya’s response to contemporary ideas and events and at 
the same time focuses attention on the graphic work of one of Spain’s outstanding 
artists.

The texture and colour of a representative group of oil 

paintings by the Spanish artist Francisco Goya (1746-1828) are strikingly reproduced, 

with an introductory biographical text and concluding section of detailed notes 

which describe both subject matter and composition of the pictures. (759°6) 


PICASSO’S VOLLARD SUITE. Introduction by Hans Bolliger. Trans- 
lated from the German by Norbert Guterman. Thames & Hudson, s0s. 1956. 
28 cm. 22 pages of text. 100 plates. Bibliographical notes. 

Picasso's ‘Vollard Suite’ is the name given to the engravings executed by the artist 
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for the Parisian publisher Ambroise Vollard between 1931-1937. In them certain 
favourite Picasso iconographical themes, e.g. the Minotaur, the Artist and Model, are 
developed in sets of variations. Though not intended by the artist to form a regular 
sequence, the plates enable the student of 2oth century graphic art to study in some 
detail Picasso’s work in this medium during the years immediately preceding World 
War IL. Some of Picasso’s finest engravings are included in this handsomely produced 
book which usefully supplements Bernhard Geiser’s Picasso: Fifty-Five Years of his 
Graphic Work (noted in British Book News, January 1956) (767)

RETINA MANUAL. The Complete System of 35 mm. Photography with 
the Retina and Retinette. Edward S$. Bomback. Fountain Press 45s. 1956. 22 cm. 
398 pages. Numerous illustrations (some in colour). Index. 
A complete guide to all modern and early models of the Retina cameras. The author 
begins by explaining the basic principles of these world-famous cameras, which will 
help the beginner. The experienced Retina photographer will find the book very 
useful with regard to the specialised knowledge and information it imparts on Retina 
equipment, accessories and materials. Chapters cover scientific and technical photo- 
graphy, colour, and all practical aspects of picture making. There are illustrated 
instructions for using all Retinas and Retinettes from the earliest to the more elaborate 
versions.

THE INTERNATIONAL CYCLOPEDIA OF MUSIC AND 
MUSICIANS. Edited by Oscar Thompson. 7th edition, revised and enlarged 
by Nicolas Sloninsky. Dent, 189s. 1956. 29-5 cm. 2,412 pages. Illustrations. 
Bibliography. 

All librarians not already possessing “Thompson’ will welcome the reappearance of 

this, the most comprehensive and by far the most ponderous of the one-volume 

dictionaries of musical reference. The revision has been most thorough as regards 

American composers; the section of opera plots has been expanded, and many dates 

have been corrected. But it is a pity that the extensive bibliography has not been kept 

up to date. (780-3) 


FROM THE WORLD OF MUSIC. Emest Newman. Essays from The 
Sunday Times selected by Felix Aprahamian. John Calder, 15s. 1956. 22 cm. 
190 pages. 

It was a happy idea to make this anthology from the articles of the doyen of all music 

critics, now in his 89th year. For clarity and vigour of expression, and for range of 

interest, Mr. Newman is unsurpassed. The selection covers thirty-six years, and is 
divided into “Critics and Criticism’, ‘Opera and Opera Singers’, “Composers and 
their Works’, “General Articles’. Although the original articles were shortish, some 
of them gain here by being reprinted in sequence—for instance the five on Berg’s 
Wozzeck. Every one who delights in sane, balanced criticism should read this book.

THE RUDIMENTS OF MUSIC. William Lovelock. Bell, tos. 1957. 
19 cm. 136 pages. 

A clear and compact textbook written by an experienced examiner for the benefit 

of students. It proceeds logically from the simple elements, such as pitch and duration 

of sounds, to more complex subjects, such as transposition and ornamentation. Each 
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chapter gives clearly worked out examples and is rounded off by neatly devised 
exercises. (781) 


THE BACKGROUND OF PASSION MUSIC. J. S. Bach and his 

Predecessors. Basil Smallman. S.C.M. Press, 8s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 126 pages. Index. 
This scholarly little book, by the Lecturer in Music in the University of Nottingham, 
is the first on the subject in English. It discusses a score of Passions composed between 
1643 and 1721, with particular emphasis on the growth of the texts and the relation 
to contemporary church music. By showing how musical symbolism was used, with 
imaginative orchestration in even the earliest Passions, Mr. Smallman proves that 
Bach’s masterpieces were the culmination of a long tradition. His book is warmly 
recommended to students in general and to those of Bach in particular. (783-3) 


THE GRAMOPHONE HANDBOOK. Percy Wilson. Methuen, 15s. 
19§7. 20°5 cm. 228 pages. Photographs. Diagrams. Index. 
This is the most comprehensive and valuable survey of the gramophone yet to 
appear. It contains a vast amount of useful information on modern developments of 
High Fidelity sound reproduction and will interest both the expert and the intelligent 
layman who wants to know something of the equipment needed to furnish him with 
a gramophone capable of reproducing sound to suit his home conditions. Amplifiers, 
pick-ups, loudspeakers and tape-recorders, their principles and performance, are 
exhaustively dealt with, and maintenance of equipment, the care of records and 
planning a High Fidelity reproducer are valuable chapters. An excellent and 
authoritative work of reference, it is amply illustrated and has a glossary of over 
150 technical terms. (788-91) 


The Circus 


CIRCUS. A Book of Photographs by Christian Staub, with sketches by 
Hanny Fries. Introduced by Grock. Bodley Head, 30s. 1956. 27°5 cm. 116 pages. 
94 photographs. Drawings. 

In many countries ‘circus’ calls up much the same images: the wide and brightly lit 

arena, the galloping horses, the tumbling clowns, the performing lions, elephants 

and seals, the trapeze artistes high overhead in the ‘big top’. In this book, introduced 
by the most famous of clowns, an able Swiss photographer has captured these images 
and many more. His very striking photographs (moderately well reproduced in 
half-tone) give brilliant, often unusual, glimpses of a number of British and European 
circuses: of artistes, animals, spectators and life behind the scenes. A book which 
lovers of the circus will treasure. (791-3)

AMATEUR DRAMA ON A SMALL INCOME. Heather Conway. 
Hutchinson, 5s. boards: 2s.6d. paper covers. 1956. 19 cm. 128 pages. Illustrations. 
Diagrams. (On a Small Income Series) 

With commendable economy in writing, the author indicates how a small group of 

enthusiasts can form a dramatic society and put a play into rehearsal, ‘on a small 

income’, by instructing them how much of the scenery, effects and costumes can be 
made by themselves, and at the same time directing them to the best sources when 
further help is necessary. The illustrations and diagrams add to the book’s interest 

and value. (792-02) 
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APPROACH TO THEATRE FOR STUDENT PRODUCERS. 
Frances Mackenzie. French, 5s. 1957. 19 cm. 90 pages. Diagrams. 
Author of The Amateur Actor, a minor classic among amateur companies, Miss 
Mackenzie again gives proof in this volume of her long experience in training 
students for the theatre, as teachers of drama and as producers. And again it is her 
ability to distil her experiences that makes her work either as lecturer or author so 
valuable. The book is devoted wholly to the subject of production, including a short 
chapter on arena production, but the first part of each introductory chapter analyses: 
what is theatre, what makes a good play, literary values, etc. Short exercises accompany 
the later portions of the book on the producer at rehearsal. (792-02) 


INTERNATIONAL THEATRE ANNUAL. No. 1. Edited by Harold 
Hobson. John Calder, 21s. 1956. 25 cm. 174 pages. Frontispiece in colour. 123 
illustrations. 

The first five chapters of this new publication give some indication of the principal 

events during 1955-56 in the theatres in Europe, U.S.A., Canada, Australasia and 

Israel in articles by twelve dramatic critics, an actress and a director. The sixth, also 

compiled by specialists, deals with some significant topics of the period, and with 

some outstanding performances. The editor, on an optimistic note, finds the world 
drama situation better than for several years. More thorough indexing would increase 
the value of the book. The illustrations form an important part, yet the captions only 
occasionally give the playwrights’ names. A list of world premitres and some 
theatrical obituaries are included. (792-058) 


Sports and Games 
THE THEORY OF BIDDING. Norman Squire. Duckworth, 25s. 1957. 
22 cm. 290 pages. Index. 

A logical approach to contract bridge which does not offer any ‘system’, a course 
pursued in too many other books on the game. The author has developed in great 
detail the theory of natural bidding in which purely artificial systems have no place. 
A few conventions are used but these are essential artificial bids superimposed upon 
basic structure and not included in the foundations. This is a clever book of analysis 
of card values. It deals with fundamentals, but is not an casy guide for the beginner, 
the appeal being largely to the experienced and advanced player. (795°41) 


FIFTY YEARS OF BROOKLANDS. Edited by Charles Gardner. 
Heinemann, 25s. 23 cm. 160 pages. Numerous illustrations. Indexes. 
Brooklands is now no more than a splendid legend—its last race was in 1939—but 
from 1906 to the outbreak of the Second World War most of the world’s greatest 
drivers and cars competed there. Almost as soon as the track opened for racing, it 
became a flying centre as well and it can claim to be both the birthplace and the 
breeding ground of two of Britain’s greatest industries—car and aircraft manufacture. 
This well-written and extremely informative account is a fitting tribute to a great 
name. It should also serve to remind the younger motoring enthusiast of the debt the 
present owes to Brooklands and the men who raced and flew there. (797°5)

THE LION AND THE HONEYCOMB. Essays in Solicitude and Critique. 
R. P. Blackmur. Methuen, 25s. 1957. 21 cm. 318 pages. 


Mr. Blackmur is among the three or four most vigorous and versatile American 
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critics writing today. The essays in this book are a good example of his breadth of 
range. He is capable of discussing the individual work in microscopic detail, but most 
of his criticism operates in a wider frame of reference, indicating the contemporary 
climate of ideas or placing a writer in relation to the spirit of his times. The present 
collection includes essays of great interest on such diverse subjects as the new illiteracy 
in the Middle East, T. S. Eliot’s criticism and a fresh estimate of T. E. Lawrence.

CATASTROPHE AND IMAGINATION. An Interpretation of the 
Recent English and American Novel. John McCormick. Longmans, 25s. 1957. 
22 cm. 340 pages. Index. 
An ambitiously planned critical study extending from the early 19th century to the 
present day; the discussion, although centred upon, is not confined to British and 
American fiction. Mr. McCormick is an original and provocative critic. His views 
are always forcefully argued, but certainly some of his judgments on the lesser authors 
in his scheme will be hotly disputed. Among the major writers he is most convincing 
on the Americans; he severely depreciates D. H. Lawrence and never thoroughly 
comes to grips with James or Conrad. But the quality of his criticism and his ideas 
on the novel's future make this a rewarding book. (808-3)

A BOOK OF BRITAIN. An Anthology of Words and Pictures compiled by 
John Hadfield. Hulton Press, 21s. 1956. 21-5 cm. 256 pages. Illustrations (some in 
colour). Index. 


Like all good anthologies, this is essentially a personal collection and some readers 
may wonder why their particular favourites have been omitted. At the same time, 
as with every good anthology, the reader will find a great deal to delight and much 
to admire. James Boswell rubs shoulders with John Betjeman, John Dyer with Sir 
Osbert Sitwell and unknown 18th century poet-parsons share place with the great. 
Mr. Hadfield covers Britain from many points of view—the sca, the land, the people 
and their labours and enjoyments, their cities and much else besides. It is beautifully 
done and admirably illustrated with photographs and reproductions by artists from 
Van Dyck to Sir Alfred Munnings and John Piper. (820-8) 


English Drama 


CHRISTOPHER MARLOWE. Philip Henderson. Longmans for the 
British Council, 2s. 1956. 21-5 cm. 48 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. 
Paper covers. (Bibliographical Supplements to “British Book News’) 

In recent years fresh conjectures concerning Marlowe's life have claimed more 

attention than criticism of his plays. Mr. Henderson’s essay is well balanced between 

consideration of the biographical problems, appreciation of the plays and discussion 
of Marlowe’s ideas. He justly singles out Marlowe’s pre-eminence in two directions: 
his intellectual power as a pioneer of tragic thought, which made him the first English 
writer to separate drama from religion, and his poetic versatility, which is revealed 
in the immensely rapid development of his blank verse style. (822-3) 


English Fiction 


THE RISE OF THE NOVEL. Studies in Defoe, Richardson and Fielding. 
Ian Watt. Chatto & Windus, 25s. 1957. 22-5 cm. 320 pages. Index. 
The pre-eminence of these novelists as pioneers of modern fiction, not merely for 
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England but for Europe, has long been generally acknowledged. Professor Watt 
investigates in detail how original their contribution really was, in respect of these 
writers broadening of the English language, their sense of time and above all their 
insistence upon truth to individual experience. His study is by no means exclusively 
literary; it also relates the rise of the novel to historical and social conditions and in 
particular to the importance of London in the national culture. The author writes 
with a persuasive enjoyment of his subject not always found among critics of equal 
learning. (823-5) 


THE VICTORIAN HEROINE: A Changing Ideal, 1837-1873. Patricia 
Thomson. Oxford University Press, 18s. 1956. 22 cm. 178 pages. Bibliography. 
Index. 

This study of the fictional heroine in the first few decades of Queen Victoria’s reign 

traces the connection between Victorian women and the Victorian heroine, thus 

presenting in a pointed manner the full social effect of the feminist movement. 

Dr. Thomson, writing always with lucidity and authority, considers the work and 

rights of women, social evils, and the special problems raised by prostitution. 

Literature is seen as a reflection of life; and the changing attitudes to women are 

viewed through the writings of Dickens, Thackeray, Disraeli, Mrs. Gaskell, George 

Eliot, Charles Kingsley, Anthony Trollope and many others. (823-8) 


Greek Literature 


AGAMEMNON. Aeschylus. Edited by the late John Dewar Denniston and 
Denys Page. Oxford University Press, 21s. 1957. 18-5 cm. 280 pages. 
For the scholar and commentator there is no more formidable peak in the whole 
range of Greek tragedy than the Agamemnon. The first English edition for many 
years is therefore of special importance. It incorporates the long-prepared draft left 
by Professor Denniston at his death in 1949. In 1950 appeared Frankel’s monumental 
edition which obliged Professor Page, as Denniston’s collaborator, to re-edit the 
draft in the light of Frankel’s researches and Denniston’s known differences of 
opinion with him. Professor Page has performed this extremely complex task faith- 
fully and decisively. The edition is intended primarily for undergraduates and sixth 
forms, and the commentary, compared with Frankel’s, is drastically simplified; 
nevertheless, the numerous textual controversies are cogently stated and summed up. 
Professor Page is perhaps more authoritative as textual scholar than as dramatic critic; 
certainly his introduction offers an original interpretation of the play which will be 
warmly disputed. (882) 


OEDIPUS AT COLONUS. Sophocles. An English version by Robert 
Fitzgerald. Faber, 15s. 1957. 23 cm. 102 pages. 
Ideally the modern translator of Greek tragedy should possess scholarship, feeling 
for language, skill in English versification and dramatic sensibility: a formidable 
combination of talents, but Mr. Fitzgerald has previously shown that he possesses 
them. Here, as in Oedipus Rex, he handles the dialogue in a free measure akin but 
not confined to the blank verse line, and the choric passages in lyrical verse with a 
sparing use of rhyme. If this version falls slightly short of his earlier collaborations 
with Mr. Dudley Fitts, it succeeds in being both poetically and dramatically exciting 
while remaining admirably close to the Greek. * (882) 
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THE HISTORY OF THE PELOPONNESIAN WAR. Thucydides. 
Translated from the Greek by Richard Crawley. New introduction by John 
Warrington. Reprint. Dent, 7s. 1957. 18°5 cm. 506 pages. § maps. Bibliography. 
Index. (Everyman's Library) 

This is one of the most satisfactory of the Everyman editions of Greek classics. 

Crawley’s handling of Thucydides’ involved style so as to give crispness to the 

narrative and dignity to the oratorical passages was a very remarkable feat. His is one 

of the few Victorian renderings of Greek which seems almost as vigorous today as 
when it was published, and Thucydides’ latest translator, Mr. Rex Warner, has paid 
it a well-deserved tribute. John Warrington contributes an excellent introduction 

and the campaign maps are well designed. (888) 


Persian Literature 


FITZGERALD’S SALAMAN AND ABSAL. A Study by A. J. Arberry. 
Cambridge University Press, 25s. 1956. 22 cm. 214 pages. 2 illustrations. Bibliography. 
(University of Cambridge Oriental Publications, No. 2) 

Professor Arberry, an authority on Persian literature, now supplements his work on 

Fitzgerald’s Rubdiydt with a study of his two versions (1856 and 1879) of Jami’s 

Saldmdn and Absdl. To these Arberry here appends a literal translation of his own, 

by which Fitzgerald’s achievement can be judged. In an interesting introduction he 

gives an account of Fitzgerald’s Persian studies and his work as a translator, based on 
unpublished letters of his to his friend and teacher, Cowell. Neither the Persian 
original nor the English poetical renderings being of the first quality, this book is 
primarily for specialists, lovers of Fitzgerald, or those interested in translation as an

Welsh Literature 


THE MABINOGION. Translated from the Welsh with an introduction 
by Gwyn Jones and Thomas Jones. Reprint. Dent, 6s. 1957. 18-5 cm. 316 pages. 
Bibliography. (Everyman’s Library) 

The eleven stories that make up the Mabinogion are splendid examples of the 

achievement of medieval Celtic literature. Their material is drawn primarily from 

mythology and folklore, and the present translation (the third into English) has 
aimed at conveying ‘literature in terms of literature’ with an accuracy capable of 
standing up to ‘the most rigorous scrutiny of contemporary scholarship’. The 
translation first appeared in 1948 and was published in the present series in 1949. It 
is excellently done and is to be recommended to all who are interested in Celtic 
literature, expert and general reader alike. Special mention must also be made of the 
admirable Introduction. (891-661) 


Hungarian Literature 


HUNGARIAN PROSE AND VERSE. A Selection with an Introductory 
Essay by G. F. Cushing. University of London: Athlone Press, 10s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 
236 pages. Index. (London East European Series: Language and Literature) 

Comprising a selection of passages from the work of thirty-five Hungarian writers 

with an introductory essay by the editor (Lecturer in Hungarian at the School of 

Slavonic and East European Studies), this book is intended as a reader for students 

with some elementary knowledge of the language. A valuable guide to a wide and 

varied subject in strictly historical arrangement, it gives some idea of the richness of 
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‘modern’ Hungarian literature, beginning at about the turn of the 19th century, 
when a long period of struggle for liberty, culminating in the revolution of 1848/9, 
was suppressed by Russian arms. (894-511) 


Chinese Literature 


YUAN MEI: Eighteenth Century Chinese Poet. Arthur Waley. Allen & 
Unwin, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 228 pages. Frontispiece. Map. Bibliography. Index and 
Glossary (combined). 

In this volume, which will delight the general cultured reader as well as the orientalist, 

Dr. Waley treats the most famous of Chinese 18th century writers not as a philosopher 

but as a poet. He modestly describes his book as ‘almost an anthology’. The poetry, 

through Waley’s exquisite translation, reveals a realist, taking life as it comes, 
delicately and genially aware of it, meeting it with a rare, apt classical allusion, which 

Waley neatly explains. The prose includes ghost stories, comments on contemporaries 

and on epicurean cookery, and Yuan Mei’s version of Anson’s visit to Canton in 

1743. The book is, however, mainly an account—and an admirable one—of the life 

of a Chinese scholar-official and artist. It is everything one would expect from this 

eminent sinologue and master of lucid English. (895-11)

A STUDY OF HISTORY. Arnold Toynbee. Abridgement of Vols. VII-X, 
by D. C. Somervell. Oxford University Press for the Royal Institute of International 
Affairs, 25s. 1957. 22°$ cm. 414 pages. Index. 

Mr. Somervell has performed an invaluable service by abridging volumes VII-X 

of A Study of History to serve as a companion to his earlier abridgement of volumes 

I-VI. In addition, he has added a 38-page summary of the argument of the whole 

study. The abridgements and the summary do not, of course, serve as a substitute for 

the whole work but as an introduction for those who have not read it and as a general 

survey for those who have. (901)

VENICE AND THE ISLANDS. M. Riviére-Sestier. Translated from the 
French by Peter E. Thompson. Harrap, 30s. 1956. 24 cm. 142 pages. Numerous 
illustrations. 2 maps. 
M. Riviére-Sestier is a brilliant, if occasionally erratic photographer who has recorded 
not only the familiar Venice of marble and mosaic, but also her natural beauties, the 
play of light on water and the less well-known life of the islands and the lagoons. 
His text presents Venice in romantic terms, but on a popular level it is generally 
reliable and informative. He is at his best in describing the legends, customs and 
characteristics of Venice, and especially its everyday sights and sounds, rather than 
its artistic treasures. The book suffers, however, from the lack of an index and a 
detailed street-map. (914°5) 


THE SAND AND THE SNOW. A Book of Travel in the Sahara and 
North Africa. W. H. Potts. Hale, 18s. 1957. 22-5 cm. 188 pages. 36 photographs 
by the author. Index. 

The author has had varied experiences in many parts of the world. This book, 

however, is not a record of breath-taking adventure but a straightforward and 

informative account of a journey through the northern margins of the Algerian

Sahara, with a stay at Ghardaia oasis, and thence into the Aurés mountains on mule 
back. The strong contrasts between these two regions provide the main theme of the 
book. There is an interesting description of the ruined Roman city of Timgad, which 
leads to a dissertation on the Roman empire. Other topics include the possibility of 
climatic changes in the historic period, the Foreign Legion, and the Ouled-Nail 
dancing girls. This is a competent, if occasionally a little uneven, piece of work, with 
some well chosen photographs. (916°5) 


TRAVELLER’S WEST. Mary Quayle Innis. Clarke, Irwin (Toronto, Canada), 
$3.00. 1956. 21 cm. 346 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
Victorian travel books have a fascination not wholly dimmed by frequent heaviness 
of style. Mrs. Innis has taken the highlights from three such books to produce a gay 
and informative account of the Canadian west just before its settlement. In 1859-60 
the Earl of Southesk, looking for ‘good sport in a healthy climate’ travelled as far as 
Jasper in the Rockies. In 1862 young Viscount Milton, with his tutor Dr. Cheadle, 
made an ill-organised trek right across the continent. Sandford Fleming, engineer-in- 
chief of the projected Canadian Pacific Railway, and his friend the Rev. George 
Grant travelled to Victoria in 1872 to choose a route for the railway. As selected and 
arranged by Mrs. Innis, the tale of these expeditions makes delightful and absorbing 
reading. (917-1) 


DIGGERS’ PARADISE. Stanton Hope. Hale, 18s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 
260 pages. 17 photographs. Index. 
The author spent some months in Australia before the First World War and returned 
there for a further five years in 1949. This book is a pleasantly written interpretation 
of the Australian way of life by a widely travelled and sympathetic, though at times 
critical, observer. His travels while in Australia took him to widely scattered parts of 
the country and his book thus reflects the varied aspects of life in modern Australia. 
The illustrations are chiefly concerned with the people of Australia at work and play 
and enhance an agreeable book. (919-4)

MEMOIRS OF ANNIGONI. Charles Richard Cammell. Wingate, 16s. 
1956. 22 cm. 160 pages. 11 plates. Line illustrations. List of Plates. 

An appreciation of the Florentine painter Pietro Annigoni (b.1910), best known in 
English-speaking countries for a remarkable portrait of H.M. the Queen, written 
with the artist’s collaboration by an avowed enthusiast. The book contains details 
concerning the painter’s early life, lengthy extracts from Annigoni’s own writings 
on art, and rather too many diatribes against modern art. Mr. Cammell can be quite 
as prejudiced as the ‘hypercritics’ of the modern movement which he so much 
dislikes, but of Annigoni’s superlative technique and mastery in manipulating pigment 
there can be no doubt. (92) 


A SEA AFFAIR. An Autobiography. D. G. O. Baillie. Hutchinson, 25s. 
19$7. 23 cm. 290 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
Captain Baillie, who recently retired as Commander of the s.s. Himalaya and Commo- 
dore of the Peninsular and Oriental line, has had, on his own confession, a happy 
professional life. A training in H.M.S. Worcester, a long career with his famous com- 
pany, and two spells of naval service, besides trooping in the Korean War, certainly 
provided adventure and variety. There is much entertainment in his breezy account of 
his very full life at sea. (92) 
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LIFE OF HILAIRE BELLOC. Robert Speaight. Hollis & Carter, 305. 
19$7. 22 cm. $68 pages. 20 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
The career of Hilaire Belloc was at least in part a tragedy of dispersed if not dissipated 
energy. His youthful brilliance dazzled Oxford in the 1890's, and the laurels of 
supreme success in any one of half a dozen professions seemed to be his for the 
choosing. But, frustrated in his hopes of a Fellowship at All Souls or another college, 
he forsook academic scholarship and became, turn and turn about, poet, politician, 
painter, traveller, historian, novelist, essayist, military journalist; and always a 
headstrong controversialist homesick for the Middle Ages. His life-story, as now 
told with rare skill, enlarges understanding of a restless and fragmented genius, who 
is presented in this volume with both kindness and honesty. (92) 


CROWDED GALLERIES. Dame Mabel Brookes. With chapters on tennis 
by Sir Norman Brookes. Heinemann (Melbourne, Australia and London), 30s. 
1956 : 1957. 23 cm. 336 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour). Bibliography. Index. 

Here is the story of one of Australia’s greatest sportsmen, the world-famous tennis 

player, Sir Norman Brookes. His wife has not merely concerned herself with the 

highlights and incidents directly concerned with his tennis career, but has included 
stories which reveal the many other activities pursued by them both. In giving 
numerous glimpses into the type of life led and the people met by a well-known 
figure, she has revealed the nature of society, during the first half century. In addition 
she has furnished details of family background, which in itself provides an insight into 
early Melbourne. (92) 


BYRON AND GOETHE. Analysis of a Passion. E. M. Butler. Bowes & 
Bowes, 30s. 1956. 22 cm. 244 pages. 6 illustrations. Index. 
Acknowledging her debt to J. G. Robertson’s Goethe and Byron (1925), Professor 
Butler traces the strange story of the relations between two poets who never met, 
had hardly any direct epistolary contact, yet felt drawn to each other by a mutual 
fascination. The younger poet revered an Olympian sage he knew only by repute; 
the older poet, perhaps nostalgically, glimpsed a reflection of his earlier self and found 
a niche for Byron in the second part of Faust. Vividly recounted, richly documented, 
and displaying the author’s imaginative insight in the pursuit of scattered clues, this 
record of a brief spiritual encounter between two poets whose names rang through 
Europe reconstructs an episode in literary history that is not lacking in deep human 
interest. (92) 


CHRISTOPHER COLUMBUS, MARINER. Samuel Eliot Morison. 
Faber, 21s. 1956. 22 cm. 236 pages. 9 illustrations. 12 maps and charts by Erwin 
Raisz. Index. 

Samuel Eliot Morison is uniquely qualified to write this study of Columbus since 

he is a Professor of History, an Admiral in the United States Navy, has devoted 

twenty years to research on the subject, and has three times sailed to the Indies, along 

Columbus's routes, in a sailing vessel similar to the Discoverer’s own. The result is an 

enthralling biography which will fascinate all interested in history and in the 

psychology of a great man determined to achieve the mission for which he felt 
himself destined. But others, too, will enjoy this book, for Professor Morison wears 
his learning lightly and has written this study in a breezy manner and made it as 

exciting as any adventure story. (92) 
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FROGMAN, V.C. Ian Fraser. Angus & Robertson, 16s. 1957. 22 cm. 216 
pages. 26 illustrations. 


Mr. Fraser earned the Victoria Cross by an underwater exploit against the Japanese 
cruiser Takao in Malayan waters, late in World War II. Afterwards he left the Navy 
to become a professional salvage technician, a career which, in its earlier stages, 
included performing at fairs as a means of raising the necessary capital. Mr. Fraser 
tells his own story in a racy way, and his very full account of the Takao affair is 
excellent reading. (92) 


YOURS INDUBITABLY. Robertson Hare. Hale, 16s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 
192 pages. Numerous illustrations. Index. 


Everyone has a soft spot for the underdog and Robertson Hare has endeared himself 
to a very large public by playing in a succession of farces a variety of little men who 
take all the knocks. The type of farce introduced by the Aldwych Theatre in London 
in the 1920’s is as typically English as the broad humour of the variety stage’s “Crazy 
Gang’ and as popular. Mr. Hare, who was in at the start, is, after a thirty-four year 
run, still going strong. He has much of interest to relate about the many successful 
farces he has appeared in and the amusing and intriguing personalities he has en- 
countered. As an author he is modest and unassuming. His countless admirers will 
find him as good company off stage as on. (92) 


THE KING’S PLEASURE. The Story of Louis XV. Iain D. B. Pilkington. 
Jarrolds, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 272 pages. 15 illustrations. Plan. Bibliography. Index. 
The long reign of Louis XV has become a byword for elegant and heedless frivolity, 
for a self-destroying obsession with pleasure, best exemplified perhaps in the craze 
known as parfilage, the unravelling of gold threads (suggesting the pulling apart of 
reputations) which swept the court in the king’s last years. Still Mr. Pilkington has 
not ignored Louis’ redeeming qualities and has written a popular, very readable 
biography which portrays his character in bold if not entirely accurate strokes. The 
fabulous luxuries and intrigues of the court receive a full measure of attention but 
there is also plenty of more informative social history. (92) 


LUGARD: THE YEARS OF ADVENTURE, 1858-1898. The first 
part of the life of Frederick Dealtry Lugard, later Lord Lugard of Abinger. 
Margery Perham. Collins, 42s. 1956. 23 cm. 766 pages. 17 illustrations. 13 maps. 
Bibliography. Index. 

Margery Perham, the leading authority on British colonial administration in Africa, 

knew Lord Lugard intimately and is familiar with the scenes of his activities. Her 

masterly full-length study of the forging of the character of a great Proconsul in the 
furnace of hardship, danger and frustration is also a brilliant essay, incorporating 
much new material, on an imperialism which combined national pride, commercial 
enterprise and horror of the slave trade. It traces Anglo-French rivalry in the scramble 
for Africa, describes the birthpangs of Uganda and Nigeria and even glances at pre- 
natal causes of Kenya’s modern problems. Lugard is vividly portrayed as a man of 
high principle, iron will, unshakable courage and daemonic energy both in advocacy 
and action—born to command; while international diplomacy, British party differ- 
ences, clashes of personalities, and the roles of Government and Chartered Companies 
are related themes skilfully woven into an epic story. (92) 
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NICHOLAS RIDLEY. A Biography. Jasper Godwin Ridley. Longmans, 
258. 1957. 20 cm. 454 pages. 10 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
Despite the important part played by him in the formative years of the English 
Reformation, Nicholas Ridley has never received adequate recognition. There has 
been only one biography, and that was written in the 18th century. At last a 
descendant of the bishop’s favourite sister, Elizabeth, has gathered together the 
scattered material now available, for a full length portrait of this powerful, attractive 
personality. This is a straightforward, scholarly, unpretentious narrative in the best 
traditions of English biography, and it will hold its own for a long time as an 
authoritative account of a great power in English ecclesiastical history. (92) 


WITH DOCTOR SCHWEITZER IN LAMBARENE. Clara Urquhart. 
Harrap, 10s.6d. 25 cm. 64 pages. 29 photographs by the author. 
Mrs. Urquhart writes of Dr. Schweitzer and his work as a close friend and observer. 
This account of one of the greatest figures of our time makes very stimulating reading 
and is a sustained tribute to the way in which Dr. Schweitzer and his devoted helpers 
have dedicated themselves to their task in the face of tremendous obstacles. The 
excellent photographs give a vivid impression of Lambaréné and its people and add 
considerably to the value and emphasis of the text. (92) 


GERTRUDE STEIN: Her Life and Work. Elizabeth Sprigge. Hamish 
Hamilton, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 294 pages. Numerous illustrations. Bibliography. 
Index. 

It is not surprising that this book should be stronger biographically than critically. 

Gertrude Stein’s writings have appealed predominantly to a few professionals, hardly 

ever to the general public. On the other hand, her personality was genial, her 

conversation legendary and her long residence in France proved her perhaps the 
best adjusted of American expatriates, so that she became a cosmopolitan institution 
admired alike by French, American and British artists and writers who gravitated 
towards her circle. Drawing on Gertrude Stein’s books and letters for her facts, Miss 
Sprigge has told her story competently and entertainingly without making excessive 
claims. (92) 


EMLYN WILLIAMS. An illustrated study of his work, with a list of his 
appearances on stage and screen. Richard Findlater. Rockliff, 15s. 1957. 22 cm. 
112 pages. $8 illustrations. (Theatre World Monograph, No. 8) 

An extremely able and discerning study of this well-known Welsh actor, author 

and director. The book, while in part a biography, is largely an analysis of the 

virtuosity of this author of twenty plays and actor of some hundred and fifty stage 
and screen parts. Something of his own life was included in Williams’ early play, 

The Corn is Green, and the scenes of his boyhood in his film, The Last Days of 

Dolwyn. He achieved perhaps his greatest stage triumphs in 1951 onwards in his solo 

performances as Charles Dickens reading from the novels. More recently he has 

presented the Welsh poet Dylan Thomas, allowing Thomas to ‘speak for himself’, 

in the programme, Dylan Thomas Growing Up. (92) 


NOBEL PRIZE WINNERS. Edited by L. J. Ludovici. Arco Publishers, 25s. 
1956. 22 cm. 240 pages. 14 illustrations. Bibliography. 

The Nobel prize-winners are often men of retiring disposition whose personal 

histories are little known, and many of these portraits are valuable for the light they 
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throw on their circumstances and total achievement in their subjects. This is 
particularly true of the six scientists, who include Professor Einstein, Sir Alexander 
Florey, the pioneer of penicillin, and Lord Rutherford, though scarcely of Rudyard 
Kipling or Sir Winston Churchill among the nine writers. The essays vary from a 
bare outline of life and work to a close critical examination: the scientists can, of 
course, only be assessed in popular terms. All contain useful information; the portrait- 
photographs unfortunately are no embellishment. (920) 


THE DUBLIN TWEEDYS. The story of an Irish family, 1650-1882. 
Owen Tweedy. Vallentine, Mitchell, 21s. 1956. 22 cm. 222 pages. 31 illustrations. 
Map. Index. 

While this book will obviously be mainly of interest to the families concerned and 

to Irish genealogists, the general reader will find numerous passages which are 

instructive, amusing, and touching in the copious extracts from family letters and 
diaries. The four families from whom the author is descended were of the landed 
and professional classes, with 17th century Lowland Scottish, Welsh and English 
origins. His paternal grandfather and father were well known medical men in Dublin, 
and there were connections with Sligo and Longford. There are also travels on the 
Continent, service in the Crimea and in the West Indies and social work in England 
to be recorded, so that the contents are sufficiently varied. (929-2)

ROCKET. Sir Philip Joubert de la Ferté. Hutchinson, 18s. 1957. 22 cm. 
190 pages. 22 illustrations. Index. 
After a brief historical introduction, Air Chief Marshal Sir Philip Joubert traces the 
development of rockets and rocket propulsion in Germany before and during World 
War II and of the counter-measures taken by the Allies. The second part gives the 
author’s analysis of the political and military effects that rockets carrying nuclear 
warheads can have on national policies; he supports the view that this type of warfare 
may cause the amalgamation of land, sea and air forces. Free from technicalities, the 
book is valuable to the historian and the student, and provides interest and drama for 
the general reader. (940-544) 


THE NAVY’S HERE. Willi Frischauer and Robert Jackson. Reprint. 
Pan Books, 2s.6d. 1957. 17°5 cm. 250 pages. 13 illustrations. Diagram. 4 maps. 
Paper covers. 

First published in 1955, this book gives eye-witness accounts of the Royal Navy's 

hunt for the German pocket-battleship Admiral Graf Spee in the early months of 

World War II. The main subject is the rescue of three hundred British prisoners from 

the Altmark, supply vessel to the Graf Spee, which had sought refuge in a Norwegian 

fjord. It is a story that will never lose.its drama and excitement. (940-545) 


TOP SECRET MISSION. Madelaine Duke. Reprint. Pan Books, 2s. 1957. 
18 cm. 190 pages. Paper covers. 
Madelaine Duke is a Doctor of Science with special knowledge of nuclear physics. 
In order to search for her brother Tony, who disappeared in Germany during the 
Second World War, she accepted a post with the Allied Commission in Austria but 
soon found herself engaged by the Intelligence Branch in tracking down a brilliant 
but unscrupulous Germany physicist. This true story, published by permission of 
the War Office, is clearly and vividly written and very exciting. It first appeared in 
1954.

THE COMMONWEALTH IN THE WORLD TODAY. Edited 
by John Eppstein. British Society for International Understanding, 4s.6d. 1956. 24 cm. 
112 pages. Map. Index. Paper covers. 

This handbook was prepared originally at the request of the Director of Education 

of the Australian Army, but it is likely to prove of value wherever a concise and 

up-to-date survey of the Commonwealth is required. The British survey pamphlets 

published by this Society have established themselves as valuable both for educational 

use and for the general reader and the same approach is followed in this book, which 

begins with an introduction on the Commonwealth in the light of its history and 

proceeds to describe each territory or group. (942) 


ENGLISH HISTORICAL DOCUMENTS, 1833-1874. Vol. XII (I). 
Edited by G. M. Young and W. D. Handcock. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 95s. 1956. 
24 cm. 1,042 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

Many readers will be acquainted with other volumes in the serics to which this 

belongs. They are designed to provide the essential documents for the study of 

English history. This volume, covering an important period, is constructed along 

the same lines as earlier ones, providing illuminating material from original sources 

illustrating the monarchy, parliament, economic structure, the churches, law courts, 
the central government, local administration, poor law, education, and industrial 
conditions. Primarily intended for students, there is much here of general interest.

FORESTS AND FRENCH SEA POWER 1660-1789. Paul Walden 
Bamford. University of Toronto Press (Toronto, Canada), $5.00. 1956. 23-5 cm. 
250 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

Professor Bamford, of the history staff of Ohio State University, spent two years 

searching French archives for the material for his study of the relationship between 

French sea power and its supply of masts and timber. This, ‘the first monograph on 

the subject in the English language’, involves history, economics, geography, forestry, 

transportation and agriculture. The reference details add to the value of this work.

ITALIAN ART, LIFE, AND LANDSCAPE. Bernard Wall. Heinemann, 
21s. 1956. 22 cm. 274 pages. 27 illustrations. Index. 

It is a bold undertaking to encompass three such massive subjects in a book of under 

300 pages. Mr. Wall first attempted something of the kind in a two-volume study 

Italian Life and Landscape published 1951-2; the present book incorporates much of 

this material but describes especially the social and industrial revolution of recent 

years. It is most informative and up-to-date on modern Rome, Turin, Milan, Venice 
and Sicily where transformations of different kinds are most apparent. Elsewhere 

Mr. Wall shows a discriminating eye for detail, but space prevents him from offering 

more than a reliable outline in general terms. (945)

GOA, ROME OF THE ORIENT. Rémy. Translated from the French 
by Lancelot C. Sheppard. Arthur Barker, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 238 pages. 12 photographs. 
Maps. 


Colonel Rémy’s experience in Portugal in 1954, when tension over the Portuguese 
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Indian territories suddenly heightened and led to bloodshed, prompted him to visit 
Goa and to write, from information obtained at first-hand, a book indispensable to 
the understanding of Portugal’s attitude and of the strength of her case. After a lively 
description of the historical achievements of the Portuguese in India, he recounts and 
analyses the failure of the satyagrahis to undermine Portuguese resistance, his aim 
being to show the people of modern Portugal as the spiritual heirs of Vasco da Gama, 
Duarte Pacheco, Affonso Albuquerque, St. Francis Xavier and the Portuguese who, 
in the 16th century, facing the enormous mass of Asia, stood alone as representatives 
of Christendom and Western civilisation. (954)

MOROCCAN DRAMA, 1900-1955. Rom Landau. Hale, 25s. 1956. 
22 cm. 430 pages. Map. Bibliography. Index. 
The French Protectorate of Morocco began in 1912 under the great Lyautey (1854- 
1934), but developed through powerful interests in France into direct administration 
and colonisation, giving rise to Moroccan nationalism, the union of Arab and Berber, 
until independence was reached in 1956. The author has written many books on 
Morocco. Drawing upon personal experience and contemporary documents, he here 
shows understanding both of Moroccan aspirations and French achievements. There 
is an introduction on Morocco of the past and an appendix contains valuable material 
on the treaties and agreements. The scene of the last few years is recorded in some 
detail. The style is lively and this contribution to the modern history will be welcomed.

AN INTRODUCTION TO THE HISTORY OF EAST AFRICA. 
Zoé Marsh and G. W. Kingsnorth. Cambridge University Press, 15s.; school edition 
gs.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 284 pages. 15 maps. Bibliography. Index. 
This valuable outline of the history of Kenya, Uganda, Tanganyika and the island 
of Zanzibar is the first overall survey of its subject and as such it will be of value, not 
merely to the students for whom it was primarily designed, but to the general 
reader seeking information on the background of territories of growing economic 
and political importance. The maps are admirably clear and there are useful tables 
showing administrative developments. An appendix describes the development of 
local government in Kenya, and the bibliography is briefly but helpfully annotated.

THEY WERE SOUTH AFRICANS. John Bond. Oxford University Press 
(Cape Town and London), 22s.6d. 1957. 22°5 cm. 238 pages. 24 photographs. 
Bibliography. 
The author, a well-known South African journalist, attempts in this book to describe 
the important part played in the development of South Africa by settlers of British 
origin. In his view, the English-speaking inhabitants have become as much South 
African as the Afrikaaners or the native people of the continent, and the history of 
their life and work for about 150 years ‘is isolated in this book, not in order to deny 
the work of others but to redress a balance and restore a lost sense of proportion’. 
Settlers, pioneers, administrators, educationists and many others are described and 
the book has an admirable collection of portraits and reproductions of contemporary 
illustrations of scenes and events connected with South Africans of British stock.

THE YEAR OF DECISION, 1846. Bernard DeVoto. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 
$08. 1957. 22 cm. $56 pages. Map. Bibliography. Index. 

The author (1897-1953), an American writer of considerable repute, is best known for 

his trilogy: Across the Wide Missouri, Westward the Course of Empire and the present 

volume. He was a brilliant successor to Francis Parkman, but, unlike him, concerned 

less with Indians than with the achievements of the American people in developing 

the frontier regions. A fascinating story told by an enthusiast with a genius for making 

American history live. He writes of ordinary folk, the unremarkable commoners of 

a young democracy, whose part was decisive in the unfolding of frontier history.

General 
THE COLLECTED STORIES OF ISAAC BABEL. Edited and 
translated from the Russian by Walter Morison. Methuen, 18s. 1957. 20 cm. 382 
pages. 
The late Isaac Babel first made his name with a book of stories describing the Polish- 
Soviet war of 1920. The present edition contains these, together with stories of the 
early Soviet regime in peace-time, some of them tales set in his native Odessa. Babel 
is a strikingly original writer; his tales combine the apparently casual impressionistic 
technique of Chekov with the sharpness of focus of de Maupassant. They are 
excellently translated. Lionel Trilling’s long introduction defines in detail the nature 
of Babel’s talent. 


PAPA’S WIFE. Thyra Ferré Bjorn. Hutchinson, 18s. 1957. 22 cm. 256 pages 
A minister in the Swedish province of Lapland, Pastor Pontus Franzon was already 
over forty when he married his housekeeper, a young girl of sixteen. She revolu- 
tionised his life, giving him eight children in quick succession and then persuading 
him to accept a living in America for the sake of the children’s education. Fiction 
based on fact, this tranquil story of Christian family life flows along at an even pace. 
‘Papa’s wife’ is an unforgettable character. Beautiful, good, strong and very com- 
petent, she creates an atmosphere of security. The scenes in Lapland are particularly 
well described and have the charm of the unusual 


THE HUNGRY LEOPARD. Mary Borden. Heinemann, 15s. 1956. 20 cm. 
2066 pages. 

Che clue to this story of mystification and suspense is in a bundle of private letters 
whose existence, though not their content, is known to the publisher of the man who 
wrote them, the elusive and adventurous Jacques, a writer of genius who has dis- 
appeared abroad. The letters belong to Amanda, the American wife of a British 
diplomat, and when she lies dying in hospital she asks her friend, the publisher’s wife, 
to keep them safe. They have been stolen, however, by another woman who plans 
to use them for unscrupulous ends, only to find herself defeated by their message. 
Among Miss Borden’s numerous novels this is outstanding for its compelling narra- 
tive and powerful characterisation. 


THE DAUGHTERS OF MRS. PEACOCK. Gerald Bullett. Dent, 15s. 
1957. 20 cm. 256 pages. 
Having previously written more than a dozen successful novels on a variety of themes 
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but always in the traditional English mode, Mr. Bullett has now produced a delicately 
satirical pastiche of Victorian domestic fiction. Julia the dutiful, Sarah the ironical, 
and Catherine the romantical are Mrs. Peacock’s daughters. Each in her own way 
diverges at length from the set pattern of conventional social behaviour laid down 
by their domineering and snobbish mother, whose marriage aspirations for the three 
girls are observed with caustic humour by her solicitor husband. Jane Austen would 
appreciate Mr. Peacock, and she would certainly approve Mr. Bullett’s good manners 
in contriving a satire without a sneer. 


THE STRANGLED QUEEN. Maurice Druon. Translated from the French 

by Humphrey Hare. Hart-Davis, 15s. 1956. 20 cm. 214 pages. 
This author’s previous novel The Iron King, set in 14th century France, received an 
enthusiastic welcome both in France and England. He continues his success with this 
sequel. Philip the Fair, the Iron King, is dead, his son Louis X has succeeded him, 
while his wife (whose unfaithfulness was the theme of the first novel) is in prison. 
Louis wishes to remarry, and the intrigue to bring about that result forms the problem 
of this tale. Told skilfully, with close attention to historical detail, this is an admirable 
re-creation of the past. 


YOUNG SEELY-BOHN. Donald Gilchrist. Faber, 12s.6d. 1956. 21 cm. 
190 pages. 

An unpretentious but extremely charming group of stories about English preparatory 

school life. This kind of fiction may appear easy to write but is in practice seldom 

well written. Mr. Gilchrist commands exactly the right blend of humour and 

imagination for his subject, his characterisation is deft and he has a thoroughly con- 

vincing grasp of the psychology of small boys. 


A FUGUE OF CINDERELLAS. Bryan Guinness. Heinemann, 10s.6d. 
1956. 19 cm. 144 pages. 

At his villa near Venice, George is visited by his daughters, his brother and sister-in- 
law, and unexpectedly also by his niece Prunella. All except Prunella are invited to a 
masked ball the same evening, and in this way the Cinderella motive is first introduced. 
Prunella goes to the ball, after all, and meets her Prince Charming. The familiar story, 
complete with fairy godmother and stepmother, is presented throughout the book 
as a theme with variations, for the role of Cinderella falls in turn to George’s mistress 
Angelica and to his sister-in-law Ann. Bryan Guinness weaves the strains of the fairy 
tale skilfully into the modern-life pattern of his characters and impresses on their 
complex relationships a folklore simplicity and harmony. 


APRIL LADY. Georgette Heyer. Heinemann, 138.6d. 1957. 20 cm. 272 pages. 
Lord Cardross begins to wonder whether his pretty young wife married him for his 
money, she believes he married her for convenience. In trying to conceal a financial 
debt, to shield her scapegrace brother and to restrain her impulsive sister-in-law from 
compromising herself, she adds fuel to his suspicion before a misguided elopement 
brings the truth to light for both of them. Miss Heyer does not disappoint her readers. 
She adds yet another success to her long list of Regency novels, fiehe, deft, true to 
period, and always entertaining. 


THE CHARITY BALL. Egon Hostovsky. Translated from the Czech by 
Philip H. Smith, Jr. Heinemann, 13s.6d. 1957. 20 cm. 204 pages. 

A ball given for European refugee organisations at a New York hotel provides the 

title and the imaginative centre of this short novel. The description of this occasion 
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soon abandons much show of realism and develops into an allegory of the fears, 
rivalries and social and political animosities so easily generated among refugee com- 
munities. Mr. Hostovsky, a Czech author of note, writes with a mordant wit and a 
shrewd sense of the comedy as well as the tragedy inherent in the refugee’s situation. 
However, the narrative device he has chosen cannot but give a somewhat nightmarish 
character to his story. 


INTO THE DREAM. Edward Hyams. Longmans, 15s. 1957. 19 cm. 
288 pages. 

Contemporary farce with a pungent intellectual flavour is Mr. Hyams’ favourite mode 
and his latest novel is something of a cautionary tale besides. He traces the fate of 
two young men of diametrically opposed ambitions. Edwin, a millionaire’s son, longs 
to escape from business into agriculture, while Paul, brought up on a fruit-farm, 
aspires to the board-room. There are some agreeable digressions on fruit-growing, 
Mr. Hyams’ special expertise, and his characterisation, if not profound, is adroit and 
entertaining. His story moves swiftly and always has a surprise in store. 


SWITCHBOARD. Roger Longrigg. Faber, 15s. 1957. 19°5 cm. 224 pages. 
Jonathan Cornish, successful and sympathetic head of a London advertising agency, 
falls in love with Clare Perkins, a girl half his age and socially his inferior. He marries 
her; she betrays him; but his marriage is saved by a trick. This commonplace story 
is the basis of a scintillating, fast-moving novel which accurately but most amusing] 
portrays one facet of life in modern London. 


FLUTTERINGS OF THE HEART. Félicien Marceau. Translated from 
the French by David Hughes and Marie-Jacqueline Mason. Arthur Barker, 12s.6d. 
19$7. 20°§ cm. 192 pages. 

This story of unfashionable life in and near Paris is by the author of The King’s Man, 
The China Shepherdess and several other unusual novels. Lightly told, its surface gaicty 
covers a masterly portrayal of abnormal psychology. A lovely, inexperienced woman 
of twenty-eight suffers a series of misfortunes which finally drive her voluntarily to 
return to the loving tyranny of her father. It is all very funny but it is also profoundly 
sad. The other characters in the story are brilliantly drawn. The translation is mainly 
good and the French atmosphere well conveyed. 


THE GUEST. Alfred Marnau. Translated from the German. Thames & Hudson, 
15S. 1957. 19 cm. 242 pages. 

The main interest of this unusual novel lies in the ideas expressed and in the rare 
excellence of its style. A village in the Adriatic is oppressed by its former postman 
who, backed by a foreign power, has become a Dictator. The villagers are helped 
to meet their fate by Abbot Ambrosius, who undergoes torture, and by the Lord 
Grigoroi and his strange guest, Adam Galganleugul. These characters are real but 
they are also symbolic and the encouragement they give to the people makes a most 
appropriate tract for our own uncomfortable times. 


LINES OF LIFE (Destins). Francois Mauriac. Translated from the French 
by Gerard Hopkins. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 12s.6d. 1957. 20 cm. 154 pages. 

A highly concentrated novel, scarcely longer than an extended short story, sct among 

the wine-growing land-owners of the Garonne, whom M. Mauriac has often por- 

trayed in detail. It is principally a study of a middle-aged widow, Elizabeth Gornac 
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and the havoc wrought in her life by the return for a brief convalescence of a local 
young ne’er-do-well who has settled in Paris. M. Mauriac handles with all his custo- 
mary skill the clash between hard common-sense, anguished moral insight and trans- 
ferred maternal affection. The translation is excellent. 


O BEULAH LAND. Mary Lee Settle. Heinemann, 18s. 1956. 20 cm. 
412 pages. 

Miss Settle’s two previous novels were miniature portrayals of the contemporary 
South; here she turns to the great mountain ranges of the Alleghenis in colonial days 
when the first settlers challenged the wilderness. On the story’s extensive canvas, 
convicts from London mingle with soldiers of an English expeditionary force against 
the French, and among them the sturdy figures of Hannah and Captain Lacey, along 
their separate paths, come to be pioneers of the land of Beulah. As a saga of America’s 
early history the book gives imaginative expression to the indomitable spirit of the 
men and women who conquered the virgin soil. 


THE FOUNTAIN OVERFLOWS. Rebecca West. Macmillan, 16s. 1957. 
22 cm. 398 pages. 

Miss West’s first novel for over twenty years is designed as the opening volume of a 
series beginning in the Edwardian age. The elaborately described setting is devoted 
mainly to the Aubreys, an impoverished Anglo-Irish family living in London, the 
father a gifted but unsuccessful journalist, the mother and daughters devoted musicians. 
By contemporary standards Miss West may be judged to take an excessively long 
time to establish her characters and get her plot moving, but the later chapters, in 
which a murder trial enables Piers Aubrey to develop his talents as a pamphleteer, 
make amends handsomely. 


Crime, Detection and Mystery 
THE STRANGE BEDFELLOW. Evelyn Berckman. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 
11s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 192 pages. 

An American girl working in London, unhappily in love with one man while 
engaged to another, accepts a commission to try to trace a fabulous ruby which 
disappeared from an ancient East German duchy. Her search of the deserted castle 
and its extraordinary chapel—overlaid by the sense of an unseen watcher—eventually 
provides the clue which resolves both the mystery and her own dilemma. Miss 
Berckman establishes from the first a macabre atmosphere, pregnant with age and 
decay and evil secrets. Her characters—particularly the long dead and those with a 
frail hold on the present—are skilfully individualised, and the story, growing in 
tension in its eerie setting, takes hold of the reader from the beginning. 


Reprints 
THE BROTHERS KARAMAZOV. Fyodor Dostoevsky. Translated from 
the Russian by Constance Garnett. Introduction by Edward Garnett. Reprint. 
2 vols. Dent, 6s. each. 1957. 18-5 cm. 392: 446 pages. Bibliography. (Everyman's 
Library) 
Constance Garnett was not the first English translator of Dostoevsky but it is her 
renderings which have for many years now dominated the British scene. Recently 
Mr. David Magarshack’s versions have demonstrated that there are tones to be found 
in Dostoevsky’s novels not echoed in her translations. Still the combination of com- 
plex design and rapid movement which marks The Brothers Karamazov is one which 
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her style is particularly well fitted to convey. The present edition is an exact reprint 
of that published in 1927. A more up-to-date Dostoevsky bibliography has been added 


to the introduction. 


THE GIPSY IN THE PARLOUR. Margery Sharp. Reprint. Pan Books, 2s. 
1957. 18 cm. 192 pages. Paper covers. 

A romantic story of English country life, first published in 1953. The ‘gipsy’ is Fanny 
Davis, a milliner’s assistant from Plymouth. Brought into the Sylvester farmhouse as 
a bride-to-be, she schemes to obtain control of the family fortunes until outwitted 
and outmatched by the Sylvester womenfolk of whom Aunt Charlotte is by far the 
most powerful. The story is effectively told by a Sylvester niece who was seven years 
old when the tale begins, in 1870. 


BOOKS FOR YOUNG READERS 
Fiction 
THE NEW AUSTRALIANS. Allan Aldous. Bodley Head, 12s.6d. 1957. 
21 cm. 180 pages. Illustrations by Selby Donnison. 


Gerry Gail, a boy of fifteen, emigrates from England with his family to become one 
of ‘the new Australians’, which involves trying out life in the ‘outback country’, 
fighting ‘bodgies’ (or hooligans) in the city, bush-walking and finally parachuting 
from an aeroplane to save his sister from death by thirst. The author, himself an 
Australian immigrant, does persuade one of the spaciousness of his new country, 
and of the opportunity there for adventurous spirits; at the same time he understands 
the disinclination of many, especially the old, to change their ways. Boys from 
twelve upwards will appreciate his story. 


THE SIXPENNY YEAR. A Country Adventure. John Keir Cross. 

Hutchinson, 10s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 236 pages. Illustrations. 
‘Sixpenny’ is a farm on Dartmoor in Devon where David and Cora spend a year 
with their cousins. The children help to track down a mysterious criminal called 
‘Apple Jack’, whose thefts of sheep and cattle cause considerable loss to the local 
farmers. The story is exciting and its conclusion convincing, but much of its charm 
comes from the children’s gradual discovery of the arduous but satisfying life of the 
countryman. For ages 11-14. 


THE SILVER KINGDOM. Richard Garnett. Hart-Davis, 12s.6d. 1956. 
20 cm. 160 pages. Drawings by Jane Dickins. 

The sea, under-water aqualung swimming and diving, a wreck with a cargo of Greek 
pottery and statues, a mild affray with crooks, an old sailor with fantastic theories, 
especially about Jonah and the whale, are ingredients in the adventures of fourteen- 
year-old Mark. This is a well-told tale that makes archaeology exciting and breathes 
the delight of moving in water and exploring the sea bottom. It is good reading for 
boys, and possibly girls, from eleven upwards. 


THE FRISKY HOUSEWIFE. Kathleen Hale. Country Life, 8s.6d. 1956. 
25 cm. 32 pages. Illustrations in colour by the author. 


This is the story of how Orlando (the marmalade cat) and his family set up a shop 
(called The Frisky Housewife) to exchange what people don’t want for things that 
they do want. It becomes an enormous success, thanks to the help of an assortment of 
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friends, and everybody is very happy. It is an amusing little story, brightly written 
and lavishly illustrated in colour. Younger readers will enjoy this addition to the 
adventures of this popular cat. 


SALLY DANCES. Joan Selby-Lowndes. Chatto & Windus, 8s.6d. 1957. 
19 cm. 140 pages. Frontispiece. (A Mary Dunn Career Novel) 
A pleasantly natural story, with a good factual background, of a fifteen-year-old 
Londoner who loves to dance. By determination she wins her way to Sadler’s Wells 
Ballet School, only to find herself not deeply committed enough to accept the severity 
of the classical dance training. She turns courageously to the wider, gayer field of a 
stage dancing school, and we leave her happy with her first tiny solo in a big musical 
show, on the threshold of a career thoroughly approved by her engineering-student 
boy-friend. Refreshingly free from cant, the book will appeal to girls in their teens. 


THE HUNDRED AND ONE DALMATIANS. Dodie Smith. Heinemann, 

108.6d. 1956. 22 cm. 198 pages. Illustrations by Janet and Anne Grahame-Johnstone. 
The author, a well-known dramatist, has followed up her successful first novel 
(I Capture the Castle) with an unusual children’s book—an animal detective story. 
The fifteen puppies of a pair of Dalmatians are stolen by a horrible adventuress and 
imprisoned on her Dalmatian fur-farm in Suffolk. Dogs from far and wide help to 
rescue them and their fellow-victims. Not a book for children who dislike talking- 
animal whimseys, but those (in the 7-11 age-range) who enjoy them will find it 
funny and exciting. 


THE HOUSE OF YESTERDAY. Frederick H. Wiseman. Heinemann, 
9s.6d. 1956. 19 cm. 176 pages. Illustrations by Douglas Relf. 

A boy climbs the wall of a lonely country house, and sees three men whose dress and 
speech belong to the 17th century. One of them, moreover, is a friend whom he 
knows to be ill in bed at home. Thus far, the story sounds like a familiar type of 
juvenile fiction, in which 2oth century children are translated into the past; but Peter 
and his friends soon find themselves involved, not in historical fantasy, but in con- 
temporary crime. An exciting story for boys of 10-14, which girls also will enjoy. 


THE GATES OF BANNERDALE. Geoffrey Trease. Heinemann, 10s.6d. 
1956. 20 cm. 172 pages. 

Bill Melbury is already known to juvenile readers as one of the young people in 
Mr. Trease’s “‘Bannermere’ books. This latest addition to the series is also, in a sense, 
a ‘career story’, since it tells how he wins a scholarship to Oxford, whither he is 
followed by his sister’s friend Penny Morchard. Boys and girls of fourteen and over, 
who may be wondering what life is like in one Britain’s older universities, will enjoy 
this account of the two undergraduates’ first year, during which they solve a suitably 
ancient mystery—the disappearance of the Hereford College silver in 1643, during 
the Civil War. 


Non-Fiction 
LONDON PLEASURES FOR YOUNG PEOPLE. Leslie Daiken. 
Thames & Hudson, 5s. 18 cm. 112 pages. 110 photographs. 2 maps. Paper covers. 


A guide, written for boys and girls, to places and events in London. It is not exhaustive 
—no one book on the subject could possibly be—but it is admirably selective, and 
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contains much valuable information about what to see, where to go and what to do 
in the London area. It is well set out and the photographs are excellent. 


ADVENTURE OF THE SEA. James Fisher. Rathbone Books, 15s. 1956. 
32 cm. 70 pages. Illustrations in colour. 

Pleasurable and instructive entertainment for children of, say, 10-15, about the 
development of the sea and the earth’s crust from the beginning. Lively emphasis is 
laid on the influence which the sea has exerted, and still exerts, on mankind. Most 
of the numerous coloured illustrations are excellent for their purpose, but some of the 
smaller explanatory ones need more elucidation. The author ranges with up-to-date 
comprehensiveness over the whole vast subject: the feat of compression involved 
may explain an occasionally monotonous style and sometimes crude phraseology. 


THE WORLD AT WAR, 1939-45. Edgar Holt. Putnam, 15s. 1956. 
20 cm. 272 pages. 16 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

This book aims to tell the story of World War II to those who were too young to 
experience it: that is, to young readers in their later teens. The author has taken the 
essential campaigns on land, sea and in the air, certain outstanding personalities, 
together with the impact of war on Britain and British life, and has woven them into 
a chronological narrative that admirably succeeds in presenting an overall picture. 
The book should also serve to refresh the memories of those who endured it. 


REDCOAT SAILOR: The Story of Sir Howard Douglas. Richard $. Lambert. 
Macmillan (Toronto, Canada, and London), $2-00; 11s.6d. 1956/7. 22 cm. 160 pages. 
Illustrations by Adrian Dingle. (Great Stories of Canada) 

Howard Douglas (1776-1861), youngest son of Sir Charles Douglas (Commander- 

in-Chief of the British Naval Forces in North America), wanted, above all, to enter 

the Navy but, when his father died, his guardians chose the Army for him. However, 
he acquired an extensive knowledge of seamanship, and often during his army career 
found himself pressed into service as a sailor. Sir Howard Douglas’s character and 
career can only be sketched very broadly in this brief account, which vividly retails 
such dramatic events as a shipwreck, Douglas’s meeting with Joseph Brant, the great 

Mohawk Chief, his service under Moore at Corunna, and his experience as licutenant- 

governor of the province of New Brunswick. For young readers in their teens. 


ROSS SALMON’S JUNGLE BOOK. Nelson, 7s.6d. 1956. 24 cm. 120 

pages. Numerous illustrations, including 4 colour plates by Tansley. 
The author is well known on television and in this book, which follows his successful 
‘Cowboy Book’, he continues his vivid and exciting descriptions of animals and men 
in untamed parts of the earth. Boys of 9-14 will relish his details of ranching life in 
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
